BACKGROUND : 

Kenneth D. Wells , president of Freedoms Foundation, 
by letter dated February 20, 1953, advised the Director that 
he has been awarded Freedoms Foundation's George 'Washington 
Honor Medal for his magazine article entitled ” Civil Liberties 
and Law Enforcement: The Role of the FBI.’’ According to the 

letter, all awards will be made from Valley Forge on Y/ashington ’s 
birthday and regional awards are being planned for March and 
April. The incoming letter stated that the Director would be 
\notified of the time and place of the award presentation in 
| this area. ^ ^ 

1 In a letter dated July 6, 1949, Kenneth Dale Y/ells, 

’v, Executive President of Freedoms Foundation , set forth the follow- 
ing summary concerning his group: ”lt is a genuine effort to do

whoever they are , wherever they may be, regardless of race, 
creed, color, or the cards they carry in their pockets, to 
really use their creative abilities and their personal articu- 
lation to sell and tell America* s story. The activity indicates 
that it will inspire tens of thousands of inquiries for the 
awards and a great swelling volume of people who very cautiously 
and thoughtfully, but affirmatively , tell the story of our 
liberty and freedom.**

California , appropriated §450 y for himself as a salary increase 
without permission from his employer who discharged him. 

In February , 1949, Wells called at the Bureau to see 

I the Director and in the latter *s absence spoke with you. He 
stated he was interested in having the Director resign from 
the Bureau to manage the Foundation. Wells wap requested to 
submit some material concerning his group to the Bureau. Among 
material submitted was information to the effect that President 
Dwight D. Hisenhower presided at the 1949 ceremony. 

Wells met you twice and subsequently began referring 
to you in correspondence as a personal friend. In 1950, he 
requested the Director to present the Foundation awards on 
October 28, 1950. The Director declined. On February 17, 1951, 
Wells requested the Director to be guest at ceremonies in 
I? PeT \ ns ylv<™™, on February 22, 1951, and to present 

the 1951 awards in October. The Director declined both by wire. 

. Pn June, 1951 , you accepted a Freedoms Foundation 
f award in behalf of the Director, the awards having been given at 
that time at the Old Supreme Court Building. At that time, 
approximately fifty awards were given, including one to the 
Attorney General. This award was given to the Director for his

This invitation was declined by our letter of September 87, 1951, 


Literature of the organisation in Bufiles indicates 
that awards are given to individuals who exemplify the principles 
of the Foundation as set forth in Paragraph One under the caption 
11 Background In 1949 , awards were given for such things as best 
editorial, magazine article, radio program, motion picture, 
advertising campaign, cartoon strip, commencement address, 
sermon, publication, song, educational brochure , "recipe for 
freedom " and " outstanding judicial administration,"^} There is 
no derogatory information in Bureau files concerning Freedoms 
Foundation, but instant file reflects that Wells himself is of

Vice President Richard M. Nixon Presents Awards at Valley Forge 

Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, February 22, 1953: 

Freedoms Foundation President, Kenneth D. Wells, announced today 
the names of more than eight hundred American individuals, schools and 
organizations to receive its $100,000 Freedom Awards for outstanding con- 
tributions to a better understanding of the American Way of Life during 1952. 

Vice President Richard M. Nixon will present principal awards in special 
Washington's Birthday ceremonies this afternoon at historic Valley Forge, 
the National Headquarters of Freedoms Foundation. 

Principal award recipients include Western Maryland Railway for its 
pageant "Mr. Lincoln Goes to Gettysburg;" Bishop Fulton J. Sheen for his 
television program, "Life is Worth Living;" the Greater Muskegon Chamber 
of Commerce for "Freedom Week;" Cecil B. DeMille for his public address 
entitled ''‘Silent Voices;" the Men's Club of the First Congregational Church 
of Phoenix, Arizona for their "God and Freedom" Medal Project; Robert 
Montgomery for his radio broadcasts, "A Citizen Views the News;" and 
Robert H. Niemeyer, whereabouts unknown.

In addition to “name” recipients, the largest part of the 1952 awards 
went to lesser-known Americans in all walks of life — ministers, housewives, 
newspaper editors, high school and college students, public and parochial 
schools, community organizations and individuals representing almost every 
segment of American life. (Complete list of awards by category follows.) 

DISTINGUISHED AWARDS JURY 

The award recipients were chosen by a distinguished Awards Jury (list 
attached) composed of thirty State Supreme Court jurists and executive officers 
of national patriotic and military organizations and service clubs. The jury 
spent two weeks at the Foundation's headquarters in December selecting 
awardees under the chairmanship of Dr. Albert C. Jacobs, Chancellor of the 
University of Denver. 

The jury’s selections were made from nominations submitted by the 
general public. Thousands upon thousands of speeches, exhibits, programs, 
scripts, recordings, films and other documentary materials were submitted for 
consideration by the Awards Jury. 

The work of sorting, classifying and cataloguing these nominations was 
done for the Awards Jury by a group of Korean war casualties who are 
hospitalized at the nearby Valley Forge Army Hospital. 

Basis for all judging is the American Way of Life Credo based on a 
Fundamental Belief in God, Constitutional Government designed to serve; 
not to rule, the people, and an indivisible bundle of personal, political, and 
economic rights. (See back page.) 

SEVENTEEN DIVISIONS OF AWARD 

Cash awards made in the following categories: Sermons, Magazine 

Articles, Cartoons, College Campus Programs, Community Programs, Editorials, 
Essays, Photographs With Captions, Public Addresses. In the General Cate- 
gory there, are three principal cash awards of $1,000 each, and fifty second 
place awards of $100 each. In ail other cash categories, there is a first place 
cash award of $1,000 and twenty second place awards of $100 each. 

In addition to cash award categories, Honor Medals are presented in the 
following categories: Advertising Campaigns, Company Employee Publications, 
16mm Motion Pictures, Radio and Television Programs. These recipients, 
together with all schools and cash awardees will receive the Foundation’s 
George Washington Honor Medal, which depicts George Washington at prayer, 
and is inscribed on the reverse side: ‘Tor Outstanding Achievement in Bringing 
About a Better Understanding of the American Way of Life.” 

In the school award division, eighty-eight schools have been selected for 
their outstanding programs aimed at a better understanding of the American 
Way of Life. Each school will receive an all-expense trip to Valley Forge and 
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historic environs for one teacher and one student, together with a “Freedom 
Library” of films, books, recordings and other teaching aids, and the Founda- 
tion s Honor Medal. Twenty awarded schools have been invited to receive 
their awards at today’s ceremony. All awarded schools will make their “Freedom 
Pilgrimage” to Valley Forge for special ceremonies the first week in May. 

An additional forty-five cash awards of $100.00 each were made to high 
school publications for their outstanding editorials on freedom. 

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE GROUP 

Twenty-seven individuals and organizations have distinguished themselves 
by selection for principal award in each of the Foundation’s four Awards 
Programs in 1949, 1950, 1951, 1952. The Foundation has established a special 
“Distinguished Service Award” to properly recognize these individuals and 
organizations for their continuing meritorious service to the ideals of American 
freedom. (See page 4) 

SPECIAL AWARDS 

In addition to all awards offered in the various categories, the 1952 
Awards Jury set apart seven organizations to receive Special Award recogni- 
tion for comprehensive programs of extraordinary merit. Special Awards 
recipients are listed on page 5. 

FREEDOMS FOUNDATION AT VALLEY FORGE 

Freedoms Foundation is a non-profit, non-political, non-sectarian awards 
organization chartered in 1949 for the specific purpose of annually making 
awards of cash and medals to Americans who make outstanding contributions 
to a better understanding of freedom by the things which they write, do or 
say. It is financed by widespread public subscription support. The Foundation’s 
first Awards Program totaled $84,000, and awards were personally presented 
at Valley Forge in November, 1949, by General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. The 1950 awards, totalling $100,000 were presented on February 
22, 1951, by General of the Army Omar N. Bradley at the Foundation’s Valley 
Forge Headquarters, and school awards of $50,000 were presented by Dr. 
Robert L. Johnson, President of Temple University in 1950. Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, distinguished nuclear scientist made the presentation of the 1951 
$100,000 awards. 

The Board of Directors of Freedoms Foundation, is composed of out- 
standing men and women from business, education, the judiciary, the pro- 
fessions, the clergy. 

Vice President Nixon presents awards today to first-place award recipients 
and to a representative group of school, awardees. All other awards announced 
in this release will be presented at regional ceremonies in fifty qitjies throughout 
the nation during March, April and May.

T here is one point of distinction so far as I 
am concerned, with respect to this particular 
meeting. These days I seem to have no 
trouble filling my calendar (laughter) . But this is 
one engagement that I requested. I wanted to 
come and do my best to tell these people who 
are friends, who are supporters of the idea that is 
represented in the Foundation, how deeply I be- 
lieve that they are serving America. I wanted to 
make public testimony — at least "public" so far as 
this group is concerned — of my conviction that the 
great struggle of our times is one of spirit. It is a 
struggle for the hearts and souls of men — not 
merely for property, or even merely for power. It 
is a contest for the beliefs, the convictions, the very 
innermost soul of the human being. 

Consequently, if we are to be strong we must be 
strong first in our spiritual convictions. And those 
convictions must be those that appeal to men. 

Now I want to relate to you a little story. I had 
a friend, a man who really turned out to be quite 
a good friend, and who suffered for it. His name 
was Marshal Zhukov, of the Red Army. In fact, 
his later disgrace came about because of the fact 
that he was supposed to be too good a friend of 
mine ; at least, that is a suspicion. We used to talk 
about the bases of our respective forms of govern- 
ment, our civilizations. 

One day he put me back on my heels with the 
statement, "Of course , we have difficulty hi promul- 
gating our theory , because we appeal to the ideal- 
istic in man and you appeal to all that is material- 
istic and selfish. We tell a man that he is not to 
work for his own special rights, for his own privi- 
lege and the opportunity of indulging himself in 
anything from religious worship to earning and 
saving of property, and giving it to his children. 
We appeal to something higher and nobler,” said 
he. "We tell him his only glory is in the glory of 


the body, of the whole group, the entirety of the 
organism to which you belong. Therefore/’ we 
say, "don’t worry about earning money. Don’t 
worry about worldly advancement. Work for the 
Soviet Union. Work for Russia. That/’ he said, 
"is what we have to say." 

"But you tell a man, ‘Why, you can do as you 
please, and there are really no restrictions on the 
individual.’ So you are appealing to all that is 
selfish." 

I must say that in just a matter of immediate 
dialectic contest, let’s say, I didn’t know exactly 
what to say to him, because my only definition was 
what I believed to be the basic one, the basic reason 
for its existence. I knew it would do no good to 
appeal to him with it, because it is founded on 
religion. And since at the age of 1 4 he had been 
taken over by the Bolshevik religion and had lived 
in it since that time, I was quite certain it was 
hopeless on my part to talk to him about the fact 
that our form of government is founded on 
religion. 

Our ancestors who formed this government said 
in order to explain it, you remember, that a decent 
respect for the opinion of mankind impels them to 
declare the reasons which led to the separation. 
And this is how they explained those: "We hold 
that all men are endowed by their Creator — ” not 
by the accident of birth, not by the color of their 
skins or by anything else, but "all men are en- 
dowed by their Creator." In other words, our form 
of government has no sense unless it is founded 
in a deeply felt religious faith, and I don’t care 
what it is. With us, of course, it is the Judeo- 
Christian concept, but it must be a religion that all 
men are created equal. So what was the use of me 
talking to Zhukov about what? Religion, he had 
been taught, was the opiate of the people , 

Now, it seems to me that if we are going to win 


this fight we have got to go back to the very funda- 
mentals of all things. And one of them is that we 
are a religious people. Even those among us who 
are, in my opinion, so silly as to doubt the existence 
of an Almighty, are still members of a religious 
civilization, because the Founding Fathers said it 
was a religious concept that they were .crying to 
translate into the political world. 

Now, I didn’t mean to come before you and be 
evangelical in my approach, but what I do say is 
this: There seems to me, is the basic doctrine to 
which we must always cling. And if that is true, 
then we must look at some of the teachings of that 
religion as well as the political teachings that have 
come to us from our laws that are written into our 
Constitution, the interpretations by members of the 
Supreme Court, and all the rest. Have I done my 
duty unless, in ail my conduct, in all my examples, 
with my fellow citizens, I am living this democracy, 
indeed this religion, the tenets of this religion? 
Until I have done that I am not doing my best. 

As I see it, this group, this organization from its 
beginning has done that. I talked to many of its 
members at the very beginning — Mr. Hutton, Mr. 
Wells, Mr. Belding, and many of the others. I 
have been one of this organization’s sort of silent 
and sideline supporters. I believe in it thoroughly, 
because I find your very emblem says right at the 
bottom "Fundamental belief in God," and then you 
build up from there. And that goes all the way 
through. 

If we can be strong enough to sell ourselves this 
idea at home from the very heart of this metropolis 
and Washington to the remotest hamlet in the 
desert and in the mountains — if we can sell that, 
we can win the ideological war. (Applause) If 
we can do that and stand before the world in that 
strength, all of the other nations will see that our 
leadership is not one of imperialism, but is one of 


purity. It is one of integrity, with a belief in the 
dignity of man. And they will go along. We will 
get so strong in our common support of that doc- 
trine that no false theory such as communism can 
make any headway. It will gradually roll backward 
— because it must continue to roll outward or it 
is going to roil inward, for there is nothing static 
in this world — and when it begins to roll backward 
we will begin to breathe easier. We will be more 
confident of peace and more certain that we can 
pass on to our children and our grandchildren the 
kind of life that does not guarantee them riches, 
but which does guarantee them opportunity to live 
in dignified fashion with their God and with their 
fellow citizens. 

That is all our government was ever expected to 
give to each of them. If we can do that, it means 
we will be self-dependent, we will have self-reliant 
citizens. 

I have tried to explain in my own words why I 
so much support what you are doing. I sincerely 
trust that some kind of tenuous connection with 
this group will never be severed, no matter what 
my duties may be or what my preoccupation. 
Though I cannot be with you in meetings like this 
often, or maybe for four years, the fact is that I 
will nevertheless be with you in spirit, and that is 
the one point I should have stated when we started, 
and I would have taken less of your time. I thank 
you. (Applause)

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THREE YEARS AGO when the Ft. Lauderdale Dally News printed 
the first edition of One Small Voice For Freedom we had hopes 
that through this medium we could* in our own small way, help to 
awaken the people of this nation to the dangers they faced from 
surrendering their rights and their liberties to an all-powerful central 
government. 

Today we can truthfully say that these hopes of ours have been 
realized in far greater measure than we ever believed possible in the 
space of just a few short years. Last November the .ballot revolution, 
that we felt had to come if this country of ours was to survive under 
the Constitution drafted by our forefathers 168 years ago, finally did 
come. 

After the election results were tallied last November we felt that 
there was perhaps no necessity for continuing to publish One Small 
Voice for Freedom. But then we began to realize that one victory is 
seldom enough to end a war. Victories must be followed up by 
continued aggressive action if an enemy is to be kept under control. 

So it is with the war to maintain and protect our individual 
liberties and freedoms in this country. The people won a signal victory 
last November. But winning that one victory doesn't mean that we 
can now quit fighting in the assurance that the war is ended. We 
must continue to be aggressive* We must continue to be constantly 
on the lookout for new challenges by a determined foe.

We are proud and happy also to reveal that Volume nr of One 
Small Voice for Freedom was last year selected by the National 
Editorial Association, an organization of some 5,200 weekly and daily 


newspapers, as the outstanding entry in its annual award program in 
the Rededication to Basic American Principles division. 

These significant national awards, plus the warm reception our 
One Small Voice for Freedom booklets have received from the public 
these past few years, make us humble and proud that our efforts 
to help preserve the American way of life have accomplished some 
worthwhile purpose.

1. The Right to Vote

Ap ALL the many human rights and freedoms that have been 
^bequeathed to American citizens down through the years there 
is little doubt that one of the greatest of these, but at the same time 
one of the least appreciated; is the right to vote. 

This right to vote is the cornerstone of our government and 
our way of life. It is what prompted Abraham Lincoln to term our 
system of ruling ourselves “a government of the people, by the 
people and for the people” because Lincoln knew that through the 
proper exercise of this right the people of this nation could forever 
retain firm control over those they elected to govern. 


Today many Americans are prone to underestimate the value 
of their voting rights. They have fallen prey to the assumption that 
one individual citizen no longer holds the ability to exercise any 
semblance of control over those in power or the policies they embark 
upon. 

Too many of us today are suffering from the mental inertia 
disease which is commonly called “Let George Do It.” We are not 
too lazy yet to have forsaken the art of formulating opinions of 
our own, but a good many of us have reached the point where we are 
too lazy or indifferent to act on those opinions. 

For proof of that assertion we don’t have to look very far. 
The voting records in our local, state, and national elections pro- 
vide ample evidence that a substantial proportion of Americans of 
voting age are not exercising their franchise. In the 1948 presidential 
election, which certainly should have been of primary interest to 
all of voting age, only 48,000,000 citizens cast ballots when some 
55,000,000 or 60,000,000 should have gone to the polls. 

Our record in local and state elections is even more shameful 
to gaze upon. It is seldom that more than 60 per cent of the 
electorate take the time or the trouble to interest themselves in 
these elections and to take part in them. Most of the time we find 
a minority of our citizens making the decisions that by all of our 
democratic traditions should be made by the majority, 

W/ r HY THIS condition exists in this nation is a question that 
^ should be of deep concern. The people of foreign countries 
are not as lazy as we. They repeatedly evidence a greater belief 
in the democratic process of voting than do we in America despite 
the fact that we are supposed to begone of the last great bastions 
of democracy in the world today. 

The right to vote didn’t come to us the easy way. Men fought 
and died to obtain this right for us and still others fought and 
died to preserve it. It wasn’t until a relatively short time" ago that 
women in this country even had the right to cast a ballot. This came 
about on Aug. 26, 1920, with the passage of the 19,th Amend- 
ment to our Constitution; This was a great day for women in this 
country. Women’s suffrage was a bitter issue for many years before 
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it was finally achieved. Yet today how many American women 
really appreciate the right that was won for them by others of 
their sex who recognized a great inequality in our governmental 
system and who would not quit battling until they had won the 
privilege of having equal standing with men in determining the 
course of our government .and in electing' officials to govern? 

' v We do not accuse the women of today of being less anxious 
to- protect their heritage than* their male counterparts. If anything; 
the role of women in our government and the interest they are 
taking is on the increase, rather than, on the wane. But what we 
do say is that millions of Americans of both sexes are displaying a 
shocking reluctance to accept the responsibility of citizenship in 
a great country and unless this trend is ‘altered we will not have 
a “government of the people; by- the' people, and for the people” 
blit instead’ we will have a government of special interests, by special 
interests and for special interests. * r * 

TF YOU DOUBT that, all you have to do is to take a close look 
- at what's been happening in the country over the past two 
decades;-,Our political: parties today seldom go forth to seek, .the 
individual .votes of ‘ millions of : individual, ■ independent-thinking 
Americans.

The ballot box is the tool whereby we are supposed to achieve 
equal treatment. But when we neglect to use the tool we have been 
given we can blame nobody but ourselves if it rusts away and one 
day becomes useless. V . , 

The right -to -vote is' truly one of our greatest heritages. Used 
by independent, clear-thinking citizens it affords complete assurance 
that ours will continue to be a stable government under firm control 
of the, .people . and administered by honest and capable men 
answerable to the people. Neglected and' unappreciated the right to 
vote becomes only a mockery of .tnie freedom, and it spawns the 
kind of government which seizes mastery over the people and then 
exults in its greedy power to control, direct and interfere with the 
daily activities of citizens who were too lazy or indifferent to take 
back control when they had the opportunity.

2. Your Right to Know

TO.TfiE first article in this series we pointed out that perhaps, the 
greatest heritage handed down to us by the men who founded our 
nation was our right to vote and thereby control our government. 
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Along with this primary right, however, there is another right 
which goes hand in glove with our right to vote and without which 
our balloting right wouldn’t be of much use. 

This right is your right to know. Call it freedom of the press, 
or anything you wish, it still means that you as an individual citizen 
have an unalienable right to know all the details of how your gov- 
ernment is functioning and nobody can deny this right to you. 

There are many who have tried to deny this right to the people. 
It has taken a long time and many court decisions to interpret this 
right to its full extent and even today some phases of government 
censorship of legitimate news are open to serious question. 

Basically, however, the right of our people to know about their 
government is now generally accepted by all those who are in 
charge of government with a few exceptions now and then. 

The one major decision in establishing this right for the Amer- 
ican people happened to come, however, some time before we even 
became a nation. It involved a little printer by the name of John 
Peter Zenger who incurred the displeasure of New York’s arbitrary 
Colonial Governor, William Cosby. 

Zenger accused Cosby in his newspaper of endangering liberty 
by tampering with the people’s right to a jury trial. Zenger was 
arrested and thrown into jail on a libel charge. He stayed there for 
many months before his case finally came to trial on August 4, 1735, 
in a New York court. 

WENGER'S counsel during the trial was the noted Alexander 

Hamilton who was brought into the case at the last minute. 
Hamilton surprised everybody by readily admitting that Zenger 
had written and published the so-called libelous statements about 
Governor Cosby. This brought an . immediate response from the 
prosecution that Zenger had admitted his guilt, not for printing 
untruths, but for criticizing a government official. 

Hamilton then' advanced a new doctrine for that day and 
age. He claimed Zenger was innocent unless the words he had 
written and published were false. The English judges didn’t agree 
with this doctrine, however. They told Hamilton that the truth 
couldn’t be used as evidence in the case. 

Hamilton then went before the jury. In ringing words which 
still live he declared: 

“Then, gentlemen of the jury, it is to you we must now appeal. 
This is not the case of a poor printer, nor of New York alone. No! 
It may affect . . . every free man. 

“An impartial and uncorrupt verdict [will give the right] of 
exposing and opposing arbitrary power . . • by speaking and writing 
the truth.” 

It didn’t take long for the jury to acquit John Peter ‘ Zenger. 
He went free to the cheers of the court audience, but it took another 
60 years to fully establish the principle that truth was an adequate 
defense for libel. 
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In the meantime Zenger’s case had done much to arouse public 
sentiment throughout the colonies for freedom of the press. When 
the Constitution was written without a “freedom of the press’* 
clause, Thomas Jefferson urged that the states withhold ratification 
until that right and some others were specifically included. 


ASA result we had the First Amendment which stipulates that 
^ “Congress shall make no law . . . abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press . . .” 


The First Amendment thus became the cornerstone which has 
since made the American people the best informed people of any 
nation on earth. Operating under that Amendment, American news- 
papers today are free to print the truth about the government 
wherever they can find it. From our small town councils to 
the biggest department in our federal government, newspaper 
reporters are constantly engaged in gathering the hews about 
government and printing it for all the people to see. Thus the 
people know what is happening in their government, and they are 
in a position to do something about it if they don’t like it through 
their right, to vote. 

That’s why we say the right of the people to know what’s 
going on in their government is a vitally important right An 
ignorant citizenry or one 1 that ’ gets only one side of a story can 
easily be swayed. A totalitarian state can’t exist side by side with 
a free press so' that’s why you don’t have a free press in Russia. 
Red China, or other Communist-controlled countries. That’s why 
Peron in Argentina has choked off free comment about his regime. 
And that’s why if we ever get a dictatorship in this nation our own 
press will have to be shackled and brought under government 
control. 


You’ may think newspapers make too big of an issue out of 
little events that threaten their right to print the news. You may 
also be of the opinion that freedom of the press concerns only the 
publishers and editors of newspapers. 

If so you are under an illusion. Little censorship can easily 
grow into big censorship and when a newspaper is denied informa- 
tion you are being denied that information as well. Your right to 
know what your government is doing is a vital privilege. If you 
ever lose it your right to vote won’t mean very much for you won’t 
have the facts to cast an intelligent vote since you will know 
only what the government wants you to know and that’s hardly 
enough.

3. Your Right to Manage Your Own Affairs

TN PREVIOUS articles in this series we have discussed two of 
1 every citizen’s basic rights, which though challenged at times, 
have been more or less protected by *he very fact that the men who 
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founded this nation of ours took pains to see they were well covered 
by a Constitutional guarantee. 

These rights are your right to vote and your right to know. 
Today well take a look at another right which our people think 
they still possess in full measure, but which in truth has slowly been 
disappearing beneath the weight of a federal government far more 
powerful and far bigger than anything our forefathers ever conceived. 

This right is every citizen’s right to manage his own affairs 
free from government control and government supervision. In the 
Declaration of Independence this right was unquestionably elucidated 
in the second paragraph of this great document under the words: 

“We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalien- 
able Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these rights. Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. That whenever any Form of Government becomes de- 
structive of these ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute new Government, laying its foundation 
on such principles and organizing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness.’' 

It was these beliefs and these principles that caused our 
forefathers to break away from Great Britain. They were fed up 
with the tyranny and high taxes which the British government 
had inflicted upon them and they were determined to found a new 
government wherein tyranny would be abolished and the people 
would be free to pursue happiness and live their lives without 
having the shadow of government control constantly at their side. 


T3ECAUSE these forefathers of ours had witnessed at first hand 
^ the evils and disillusionment of big government and knew from 
personal experience what could happen when government became 
the master and not the servant of those who were governed, they 
were particularly careful not to bestow on the new government they 
founded such a vast assemblage of powers that it would eventually 
become a dominant instead of a subservient force on their daily lives. 


In fact, these men waged a constant battle to see that their 
government stayed within bounds. Their early letters, speeches and 
private papers were replete with warnings to their own generation 
and to future ones not to permit government to grow too big. 
Thomas Jefferson was one of the most far-sighted in this respect 
In a letter to William Ludlow he voiced one of his greatest fears 
when he wrote: 


“I think we have more machinery of government than is neces- 
sary, too many parasites living oh the labor of the industrious,” 

Not only Thomas Jefferson but other great men of his time 
held the very same view. So did the leaders of our nation who followed 
them. On the few occasions that the people’s basic liberties and 
rights were threatened this nation always seemed to have men who 
could rise to the occasion and throw back government challenges 
and threats to trod upon ground it had no right to tread upon. 
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TT WASN’T until the forepart of the 20th century that an insidious 
change began to take place. The federal government then began 
to learn that under its constitutional power to provide for the 
common welfare of the people it might assume other powers that 
heretofore had never been employed. Justice Brandeis of the Supreme 
Court took note of this trend as early as 1928 when in a famous 
decision he wrote: 

‘‘Experience teaches us to be most on our guard to protect 
liberty when the government's purposes are beneficent." 

But Justice Brandeis' words fell on deaf ears. A great depression 
came along and with it came a whole new theory of government. 
This theory was that the federal government should provide the 
people with security from the cradle to the grave. Farm subsidies, 
social security, unemployment compensation and a whole host of 
other new social reforms came into being. The people embraced 
them because they were peddled under the “something for nothing” 
label. It wasn’t until the people were well hooked that they began 
to learn that you can’t have a dance without paying the fiddlers. 
Sure they were receiving something from their government, but in 
return they began to find the long arm of the federal government 
interfering in their business, in their schools, in their state affairs, 
and even in their personal lives. 

Today a man can’t go into business without taking in the 
federal government as a silent partner. A worker can’t receive his 
paycheck intact. His federal taxes are taken out in advance. Even 
the amount he can be paid is determined by the federal govern- 
ment. Housewives and consumers no longer control prices. This 
is a federal government task. So, too, are scores and scores of 
other jobs which the people and their local governments used to 
handle on their own. 

Your right to manage your own affairs is being jeopardized as 
never before in all our history. Government mastery over the 
governed, which is an essential characteristic of all totalitarian 
states, has virtually been achieved in our own nation. We can 
change the pattern only by becoming increasingly aware of it and 
fey using our right to vote to preserve our right to manage our own 
affairs without asking government permission.

4. Your Right to Worship God in Your 
Own Way

QVER THE vast expanse of this great land of ours yesterday 
v millions of men, women and children went to the church of 
their choice, worshiped their God for a brief period and then returned 
to their homes without giving much thought to the fact that- they 
were taking advantage of a right which a great many people in 
the world today would dearly love to possess. 
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■ In this country most of us take our right to worship God as 
we* please for granted. It is ope of those Constitutional lights which 
has always been with us, and which over the years no dictator, no 
court or no legislative body has ever seriously challenged. 

There's a good reason why this particular right has remained 
virtually unchallenged in this nation while many of our other 
rights have been under heavy attack. That reason lies in our people, 
themselves, the vast majority of whom strongly believe in the 
existence of a Supreme Being, and who would bitterly resist any 
attempt to take away from them their right to worship this 
Supreme Being in their own fashion. 

This religious attitude on the part of the American people is 
nothing new. It was one of the primary causes behind the decision 
of our Pilgrim fathers to leave England where their religious beliefs 
and practices were hindered by a State Church and to seek a new 
land where they could worship their God in their own manner and 
in their own fashion without encountering- interference from govern* 
meht sources. 

'T'HE PILGRIMS weren't the only group in those early days who 
A saw that a brand new land offered them a glorious opportunity 
to escape religious persecution and intolerance in their own country. 
Many more -followed the Pilgrim fathers and while they all didn’t 
practice the same religion or hold to the same religious beliefs, they 
all recognized the importance of religion in their daily lives and the 
necessity of founding a- government which would guarantee to all 
citizens of that government the right to be left alone in the practice 
of whatever religion or faith they did believe in. 

These early pioneers didn’t have an easy life. In many respects 
the conditions they had to face were similar to the conditions other 
Americans who followed them had to face on a score of island 
battlegrounds in the. Pacific not so many years ago. And as a noted 
soldier once' remarked that "there were no atheists in a foxhole,” 
so* too, can it be said that there were few men or women in the 
pioneer era of America who didn’t need an abiding faith in God to 
carry them through an almost super-human struggle to exist. 

Today conditions in this country are vastly different than they 
were in the pioneer era. We don't have the physical dangers to face 
that our forefathers faced. Our life is easy and smooth compared 
to theirs and only a relative handful of us still have ter fight for our 
lives against a determined enemy* 

..Yet the need for religion and spiritual faith hasn’t lessened. 
In many respects it has grown more acute as more and more of our 
citizens are 'beginning to be aware of the growing storm throughout 
the world which threatens all men of all religions. 

-'"We get some idea of the viciousness of this storm when we read 
the barbaric “tales of modem day religious persecution in countries 
behind -the Iron Curtain of Soviet Russia. There is no freedom of 
religion in those- countries today. In fact there is Iiardly any religion 
as the disciples of Karl Marx sadistically press forward their ruthless 
campaign to stamp out any and all religious beliefs. 
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MARX, HIMSELF, expressed the communistic outlook toward 
A religion when he proclaimed that "religion is the opium of the 
people.” This outlook is further reflected in Communistic China 
where a systematic campaign of torture and debasement is being 
employed -to drive all priests, missionaries and Christian institutions 
out of the country in disgrace. We had graphic evidence of that 
campaign just a few short days ago when we read of how the Chinese 
Communists pulled the beard out of a priest's face in a vain effort 
to make him confess to false conspiracy charges. 

Communism isn’t opposed to just one church or to just one 
particular faith. It is opposed to all churches and all faiths because 
Communism denies the existence of God and therefore challenges 
Christianity as a whole. 

Over here we can’t conceive of religious persecution because 
most of us have been brought up in an atmosphere of tolerance toward 
religious beliefs which permits all of us to follow the dictates of our 
own conscience on the question of religion without having to meet 
the scorn, derision or hatred of our fellow men. Of course we still 
have a few bigots who think all men should believe as they do, and 
do as they do, but the bigots are greatly outnumbered by the vast 
millions of our citizens who still believe a man’s religion is his own 
business and not to be interfered with. 

For that we can thank our Constitution and the sagacity of 
the pioneers who came to our shores in the beginning because they 
wanted to worship God in their own way and who made sure that 
others who followed them would enjoy the same privilege without 
having to ask government permission to do so.

5. Your Right to Profit from Your Endeavors 
and to Keep a Fair Share of What You Earn

QINCE THE_ day this nation of ours was founded it has always 
been more or less taken for granted that each and every citizen 
has had the preordained right to choose his own work, to gamer the 
profits from such work and to keep a fair share of these profits 
for his own use. 

This, in essence, is the basis of the free enterprise or capitalistic 
system under which our nation has grown from a midget among 
nations to a giant world power in the relatively short space of just 
176 years. 

Until a few years ago there were few people in this nation who 
ever seriously questioned either the efficiency of our free enterprise 
system or the wisdom of it. Of course there were always some who 
couldn’t stomach the sight of somebody else reaping a good reward 
for the risks he took, and who couldn’t see the free enterprise 
system for sour apples, but these people were few and far between. 
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The vast majority of our people has never believed that the 
capitalistic system was evil or that it should be replaced by any kind 
of socialistic or government-operated system. 

During the depression years of the late 1920s and well into 
the 1930s, however, a new trend of thought started to become 
popular. People in those days were prone to welcome any new ideas 
or any new thoughts which promised some relief from hard times, 
and thus the disciples of socialism found fertile ground for their 
argument that our free enterprise system had run its course in this 
nation. 

r PHE FACT that some of our. big business , interests had been guilty 

of certain monopolistic practices and in some cases had been 
running “sweatshops” where their workers had to labor long hours 
for little pay didn’t help the situation. These conditions, while 
hardly typical of the American industrial system as a whole, never- 
theless furnished strong grounds for government intervention in 
the business field and opened the door for legislation which over 
the past 20 years has made the federal government a partner who 
takes no risk in virtually every private business endeavor. 

These conditions also gave impetus to the theory that large 
profits shouldn’t accrue to those whose capital investments made 
them possible, but should be distributed to the workers or to the 
government. A good many college economic professors were strong 
advocates of this doctrine and their teachings greatly influenced a 
younger generation who had no experience with the capitalistic 
system and who entered it after college firm in their convictions 
that the world owed them a living whether they worked for it or not. 

Under attack from two sides our free enterprise system soon 
began to feel the effects. The federal government kept moving in with 
ever stricter regulations governing wage levels, hours of work, 
bargaining requirements, payroll records, interstate commerce and 
the like. At the same time the socialistic thinkers in our midst have 
continued their efforts to turn public sentiment against capitalism 
with the fake argument that the workers and the common man will 
be better off under a system of state control of all business enterprises. 

nnHE NET result of all this has seriously jeopardized the chances 
A that our free enterprise system can survive another big depression. 
Today businessmen find it extremely difficult to establish the cash 
reserves necessary to tide them over hard times or to finance expand 
sion. Taxes, which run as high as 80 per cent at the corporation level, 
and even higher in some cases on the personal income level, have 
greatly discouraged businessmen and investors from risking their 
funds for relatively little return. 

Workers are in the same boat. Over the past few years our 
organized labor force has won substantial pay boosts. But the 
federal government stands right by to take its big bite of these pay 
boosts even before the worker receives his pay envelope. 

Taxes have truly become the bane of our existence. They are 
siphoning off a full third of our national income, destroying in- 
centive at all levels and breeding a whole generation of citizens 
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to whom cheating the government is not a crime but a game that 
everyone plays with no twinge of conscience to bother them. 

The right to profit from our endeavors and to keep a fair share 
of what we earn is being challenged today in this country as never 
before. Few were worried when this nation embraced the Sixteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution back in 1913 which empowered the 
Congress to levy income taxes on the people for the first time. 
There were no restrictions in this amendment because nobody back 
in 1913 ever envisioned the day when the federal government would 
seek to take more than a very small percentage of anybody's income 
for tax purposes. 

But today we have learned the sad truth of the statement ; that 
'‘the power to tax is the power to destroy.” The federal government 
is how using its power to tax as a means to promote its own growth 
and as a big weapon in its attempt to change our whole economic 
structure. And in the process, we, the people, are not only finding 
it difficult to profit from our endeavors, but also that if we are 
fortunate enough to 'make a profit it is almost impossible -to keep 
a fair share of '-that' profit as a “legitimate reward for our risk and 
work that made it possible.

6. Your Right tfo Work and Earn a Living 
In the Calling You Choose

*VO THE thousands *of foreign visitors 'who -come to this country 
A of ’ours every year- it ’must be an amazing sight for them to see 
how the American people in the short space of 176 -years- have built 
up’ an economy that has bestowed upon virtually all of our citizens 
the highest standard of living that the world has ever seen. • ' ■ ' 

Some of us are prone to take our economy and our high standard 
of * living for granted," and we can't understand how other nations, 
which have been in existence far longer than our own, haven't been 
able to -develop their own economies, and their own standards of 
living to a comparable degree: 

- There are good reasons why this hasn't happened. One happens 
to be that this country has perhaps been blessed with more material 
resources than other nations, and thus we have been in a far more 
favorable position to develop our economy. Another reason might lie 
in the productive .genius of the American people which is always at 
work to build more and better products at a cheaper cost thus 
bringing these products within reach of more and more people. 

These are important factors, to be sure, but there is another 
one that is equally important and without which we seriously doubt 
this nation of ours would ever have progressed as fast and as far 
as it has in a relatively short period of time. 
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This factor is the right of every American to work and earn 
a decent living in whatever calling he might choose. In simpler 
words it means that each one of us can pick out the job we like the 
best and employ all of our energies to make a good living out of 
that job. 

THERE’S AN old Army saying that you can’t fit square pegs into 
* round holes. If that be true of the Army it is equally true in the 
American productive system, and one of the big reasons why we enjoy 
such a high standard of living in this country can be attributed to 
the fact that our productive system is geared to finding the right 
pegs for the right holes. 

In other words we have encouraged men in this nation to pick 
the job that they are best suited for and then we have made it 
possible for them to obtain a maximum reward for their talent and 
their ability in that particular job. 

Few men are able to do good work in a job they don’t like 
or where they know the future is limited. The urge to succeed and 
to improve one’s standing, both financially and socially, is inherent 
in the vast majority of Americans. And because we have a productive 
system which can and does bestow great rewards on those who excel 
in their particular field we have seldom lacked a plentiful supply of 
first-class working talent. 

It is no accident that we have more high salaried executives 
in this nation than anywhere else in the world. It is no accident that 
common laborers in this country earn more in a single day than 
the same common laborers in other countries earn in a week or even 
a month. We are able to pay higher salaries and wages in this 
country because we produce more, and we produce more because our 
productive system provides the incentive to stimulate a man to 
produce the best that’s in him. 

We still get some square pegs in round holes now and then. 
But because we all have absolute freedom to choose our own work 
and because many of us are constantly exercising that freedom and 
changing our employment because of better prospects somewhere 
else, the square pegs don’t stay in the round holes very often. 

'THAT SITUATION could change, however; and it has been chang- 

ing to some extent over the past few years. As our working force 
gets larger there has developed an increasing trend to limit a man’s 
right to work. These limitations take several forms. In the manual 
labor field a competent worker often funs afoul. of the dosed shop, 
which denies him work unless he joins a labor union. In the pro- 
fessional field we see qualified men often denied the opportunity 
to practice in a certain locality until they pass state board examina- 
tions which in some cases are used to protect those already in the 
field from competition rather than the public from unqualified 
practitioners. 

Not too Ton g ago it was almost standard procedure for one state 
to honor professional licenses granted in another state on a reciprocal 
basis. Today, however, the^situation is changing, and it is becoming 
increasingly difficult for a professional man to move from one state 
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to another without having his right .to. work and\his qualifications 
seriously challenged. , 

We -are not opposed to labor unions or to associations of pro- 
fessional men. Both have a proper place in our economy and both 
have been responsible for greatly improving the standards of their 
members. 

But this point must also be kept in mind. We have developed 
a great nation, a high standard of living, a potent productive system, 
and a highly capable working force because we have always jealously 
guarded a man’s right to work at a calling of his own choice where- 
ever he might choose. 

Whenever we start the other way and begin restricting the right 
of a man to work and thus curtailing his initiative to better himself, 
we are playing with dynamite. The American people are strongly 
individualistic in nature. They work and produce best not by coercion 
or intimidation, but when their abilities and their talents are given 
free rein to express themselves. 

As long as we can continue to reward talent and good work in 
this country with commensurate financial and social returns we will 
continue to progress, and there is veritably no end. to how high out 
standard of living can climb. But once we start to freeze *inen in 
their jobs, when we start to wipe out incentives for a man to do 
better work, when we start to restrict his opportunities to change 
his work, then our progress will not only slow down, but it will start 
to slide .the other way. 

America has always been noted as a land of opportunity. If we 
can keep' it that way we needn’t fear the future because where there' 
is opportunity there will always be men ready to grasp and develop 
it, not only for themselves but for all the rest of us. ‘

$60 for some time he. owed the Internal Revenue office the sum 
of $2.60 in interest. 


TpREELAND THOUGHT this was carrying things a little far 
considering it was the government who made the mistake, 
but not wishing to become involved in any more argument he wrote 
out another check for $2.60 and sent it off. 


Soon he received another notice from the revenue office. -The 
collector thanked him "for*’ the $2.60, but declared he still owed 
another nickel in Interest 'for the time 1 it had taken Freeland to 
respond td the first notice. . 

Freeland then blew his top. Taking a “millions for defense, 
but not one cent for tribute’' attitude he told the revenue collector 
he wasn’t paying another cent. The collector wrote back and said 
yes he was paying and this went bn and on for three letter exchanges. 

Finally Freeland figured out he wasn’t making out very "well 
in the deal as it was costing him for postage while the government 
had free mailing privileges. So he decided to surrender and he 
dropped his nickel- in the mail. 

r PHEN CAME the last surprise.. It was a letter from, the deputy 
collector which said in part: 


“Inasmuch as the amount is too small to process and since 
we consider your account as fully paid, the writer has taken the 
liberty of sending the five cents to the Salvation Army as a con- 
tribution from you ... 

“Since your remittance was postmarked Dec. 31, you are entitled 
to claim this contribution as a personal deduction on your 1951 
income tax return.” 

Will Freeland do it? You guessed right. He’s had enough of 
this particular nickel and he is perfectly willing to forget it lest 
he get involved in another battle. Under the circumstances, who 
ban blame him for wondering how much time the tax collectors 
spend chasing nickels when crooks and racketeers hold back thou? 
sands upon thousands of tax dollars with relative impunity.

IT IS an amazing thing, but despite the fact that American people 
A shelled out last year a total of $575 per family in taxes to support 
federal, state- and local public welfare- programs, hardly a week goes 
by that the people aren’t tapped' for additional contributions from 
sources^ outside governmental welfare operations. 
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Right here in Ft. Lauderdale at this particular time of the year 
we are faced with one fund raising drive after another in an almost 
endless procession. There is the March of Dimes, the Red Cross 
campaign, the Community Chest, the Cancer drive and a whole 
host of minor campaigns. 

These are all extremely worthy appeals, so worthy, in fact, that 
the average citizen finds it extremely hard to resist any of them 
without feeling like a perfect heel. 

But somewhere along the line there is a limit to what our people 
can donate to welfare causes without becoming welfare cases them- 
selves. 

The federal government’s own figures amply illustrate the 
terrific load that the taxpayers are now bearing to defray constantly 
increasing public welfare costs. In 1950, for instance, one-third of 
all the money spent by federal, state and local governments went 
for some 300 public welfare programs. 

THE, TOTAL amount of money expended on these programs was 

23 billion tax dollars or 34.2 percent of all governmental spending 
and the authority for these figures is the Federal Security agency 
itself. 

The FSA figures includes six and one-half billions spent by state 
and local governments for educational purposes, which in some 
respects can hardly be called a welfare service, but even if this 
amount is deducted from the grand total, it still leaves welfare 
spending accounting for one dollar out of every four of all govern- 
mental spending. 

These figures, which are the latest available, were compiled 
before we entered the Korean embroglio and before our vast arma- 
ment program was launched. Naturally, the ratio of welfare spending 
has now declined, but the monetary amount hasn’t declined. If 
anything it has shown a big increase since 1950. 

Anyone who thinks our public welfare tree hasn’t branched 
out to an amazing degree has but to read the figures to be convinced. 
Again citing the Federal Security agency’s own figures for the 
1949-50 fiscal year, the latest available, we find that social 
insurance cost the taxpayers $4,700,000,000; public assistance cost 
$2,500,000,000; health and medical services $2,200,000,000; the 
veterans’ programs $6,200,000,000; education $6,500,000,000; housing 
and community development $300,000,000 and miscellaneous welfare 
services $400,000,000. 

THESE ARE astounding figures. When analyzed more fully they 

reveal that despite a very high level of employment in this 
nation today, one out of every 13 persons in the nation receives a 
monthly income payment from governmental sources other than as 
salary for federal employment. 

In September of 1951 almost 800,000 were drawing jobless 
pay, about six million, were beneficiaries of old-age and disability- 
programs, two and one-half million were drawing survivors’ benefits 
and five million were on relief rolls.

Some of these welfare programs are undoubtedly essential and 
fulfill a crying need. But some are very questionable and the fact 
remains that governmental welfare services have mushroomed to 
the point where a great many of our citizens have stopped trying 
to get by on their own resources and are now perfectly content to 
ride along drawing down the benefits of somebody else’s labors. 

Fraud and deceit in the welfare program are almost commonplace. 
Congressman Burr Harrison of Virginia, one of the few members 
of Congress sincerely interested in checking the tremendous growth 
of welfare services and in rooting out chiselers, has cited a few 
examples of what is going on the pages of the Congressional Record. 
Among Harrison’s revelations were these three: 

“T BECAME interested in following the career of a [Detroit] woman 
A who, without physical disability or dependent children, at the age 
of 42, had drawn $50,000 in relief money. As a sideline, she was 
engaged in the policy numbers racket . . . Her relief checks were 
delivered to her in publicly-owned automobiles at her hotel where 
she was maintained by the taxpayers . . 

“In Cook County, HI., two-thirds of the case workers are 
members of a union expelled by the CIO because of Communist 
domination. . . . The most intriguing case in Tennessee was the 
squirrel hunter who collected $214 a month under the program for 
aid to the blind” 

These are the most flagrant cases. There are thousands upon 
thousands of other cases less flagrant but all covered up beyond the 
veil of secrecy which doesn’t permit the taxpayers who foot the bill 
to find out how their money is being spent and who is getting it. 

T TNDER THESE circumstances it is no wonder tremendous waste 
u is occurring. Welfare programs have become' giant slush funds 
used in many cases to perpetuate the ruling party in power. 

The answer to all this isn’t to abandon all welfare programs. 
The answer is to take their administration out of the hands of the 
federal government and to keep them as close to home as possible. 

Any individual’s welfare and security should depend first of all 
on his own efforts. When his own efforts aren’t enough his local 
community should absorb his problem. County and state governments 
are next in line and the federal government should enter the picture 
only as a last resort. 

The trouble with our welfare system today is that the federal 
government isn’t a last resort. Federal intervention and control of 
our welfare programs has become the rule rather than the exception 
and that’s why the people are paying such a terrific price. 

We need some drastic pruning of the welfare tree and it must 
come soon to save the whole overloaded system from collapse. 
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Paging Patrick Henry!

THE MORE any clearheaded straight-thinking citizen of this 
x nation of ours thinks about the political situation we have in 
America today, the more apt he is to wish he could retreat to the 
sanctuary of the Everglades or some remote isle and stop worrying 
about where the mess we are now in will end. 

We are supposed to be a great and a free nation, peopled by 
human beings who have an unalieriable right to pursue life, liberty 
and happiness any way we see fit. 

Twenty years ago that might have held true. Twenty years 
ago a man could. start a business, make a little money,, plow it 
back into his business and if he was a good businessman and blessed 
with a little good fortune on the side there was practically no limit 
to how fast and how successfully he could expand. 

In other words 20 years ago we were still dumb enough to 
believe that the incentive to make money and be able to keep it 
was a dam fine thing: for the country.

When this idea first took root we were in the middle of a vast 
depression. Millions of our people were suffering from that, de- 
pression.

AF COURSE nobody said much at this time about the dangers pf 
^ such a policy. People were eveii then paying taxes tad a. godd 
many of them- felt that if the government wanted to give . them 
back: part of their taxes in the form -of welfare, that was .perfectly 
okay and anybody would be a fool to look a gift horse in the mouth.. 

Well, this welfare business started slowly. But it didn't take 
long for the smart politicians to learn that if- they could borrow 
from Henry' to pay Paul, Paul would very #pt .to be quite pleased 
with the setup and would be more than willing io cast his vote for 
such a process. Of course Henry wouldn't be very happy, but it was

Cor- 
porations cough up from 25 to 82 per cent of their profits 
in regular taxes and excess profits levies. Individuals kick- in any- 
where from 15 to 90 per cent of their, incomes. 

The government has not only become a silent partner hi. ’every 
business enterprise, but in many, many cases it has become a Very 
voluble partner. It tells employers not only how much they can 
pay their employes, but how- they should be hired. It prices their 
products for them and tells them what materials they can have. ■ 

THE WORST part of this whole business is that all the while this 
A has been going on no great leader has come forward’ to de- 
nounce it and represent the people in a fight' to rid themselves 
of it. We have had no Patrick Henry’s, We have had no Thomas 
Jefferson’s. All we have had'is a bunch of mealy-mouthed politicians 
whose formula- for success has been only to promise the people 
more pie in the sky when we can’t even pay for that which we are 
getting now. 

Politicians, today aren’t elected for their .sagacity or their 
wisdom and knowledge of government. Our, political parties latch on 
to candidates who Can talk big and' have sex appeal. And we, the 
people, like big, dumb steers being led to the slaughter fall into line 
and follow along blindly never using the brains that God gave us to 
think for ourselves, speak for ourselves and fight for o inselves.

But that is what is happening to our country and what will con- 
tinue to happen until some leader arises who can see where we are 
heading and’ who can rally the people around his banner in an all- 
out effort to smash the strangulating grip the federal government 
now has around our throats. 


Where Some of Your Money Goes

T AST SATURDAY this newspaper received through the mails an 
^ envelope from the U. S. Department of Labor, Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Division with headquarters in Birmingham, Ala. 

This wasn’t an unusual occurrence. It happens every day and 
sometimes three or four times a day. This particular envelope, 
among other things, contained a two-page mimeographed "news” 
release for our Woman’s Page editor with the imposing title, 
"Women’s Earnings Important for Family Support in U. S., Women’s 
Bureau Study Shows.” 


This “news” release opened with the question, “Why do women 
work?”, and it then went on for seven more paragraphs to explain 
what the Department of Labor found out when it tallied answers 
from 8,300 working women who replied to questionnaires sent them. 

Now offhand it wouldn’t seem to take a “great brain” to find 
out why the vast majority of women work. They work for the same 
reasons men work — to support themselves or those dependent upon 
them or to help their husbands pay taxes and raise a family. 

We thought everybody knew this, but perhaps we were wrong. 
At any rate the Department of Labor apparently was in the dark 
for it spent we don't know how much money distributing we don’t 
know how many thousands of questionnaires to we don’t know how 
many people to arrive at the same conclusions that any high 
school youngster could have supplied right off the bat. 

nPHIS LABOR DEPARTMENT survey reports that eight out of 10 

women said they worked to mak§ a living. Ninety-eight per- 
cent of the single women queried said they worked to support them- 
selves or others. The vast majority of the married women said they 
worked to help out on living expenses. 

There isn’t anything astounding about these figures. They 
don’t even rate as news, yet the Labor Department then went to all 
the trouble to have some public relations employe write up a story 
for the newspapers, mimeograph hundreds and hundreds of copies 
and then send these copies in postage-free envelopes to every news- 
paper in the South where they were inevitably consigned to the 
nearest waste-basket. 

As we pointed out before this doesn't happen once every day, 
but many times each day. The waste baskets in our office, and in 
every other newspaper office in the land, are crammed full every 
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day with publicity releases from various governmental agencies 
.that aren’t worth a tinker’s damn as news and are put out primarily 
to keep publicity men busy and to prove that our busy little 
bureaucrats are on the job. 

The amount of money wasted on these silly projects and the 
amount of paper and time consumed must be tremendous. Just 
the other day, for instance, we read of a case where the National 
Production Authority suddenly decided to get some information 
from 11,000 business men. Officials decided that an ordinary air 
mail questionnaire would not convey the proper feeling of urgency 
■to the information wanted so the questions -were transmitted to these 
11,000 business men, some of them located right in Washington^ by 
telegram. 

'THE COST of sending these telegrams was approximately $23,000. 

The replies, now in, have added an additional $7,000 to the 
$23,000 original cost. Yet the whole job could have been done just 
as efficiently, if not more so, by a private direct-mail firm in 
Washington which the Washington Daily News learned would have 
done the Job by air mail at a total cost of $834. 

Here then is $29,000 tossed out the window on one picayunish 
little project solely because some NPA officials wanted business 
men to have a “sense of urgency” about supplying the information 
wanted. 

Multiply this one little incident by thousands of others which 
are happening every day and you can get a pretty fair idea of the 
amount of waste and absolutely unnecessary spending which is 
going on in our vast federal bureaucracy today. 

No newspaper could begin to use the mass of material it receives 
every day from governmental agencies even if it wanted to. If it 
did the newspaper would contain nothing but a mass of government 
propaganda all designed to cast nothing but credit on the bureau 
originating the propaganda and the federal government which 
spawned the bureau. 

Personally, we’re just about fed up with this sort of thing. 
The little release about why women work is headed right back 
to the Labor Department with the notation that in our opinion 
women are working today mostly to help us men pay income taxes 
for such useless tripe as this, and that if the government would 
let the newspapers gather their own news it would save the tax- 
payers of this nation a great big chunk of money which is now 
being spent only to line the wastepaper baskets of hundreds upon 
hundreds of newspapers with publicity blurbs no self-respecting 
newspaper would pawn off to the people as legitimate news. 


Wasteful. Corrupt Government Breeds 
Brand of Dishonesty Among Citizens

QNCE AGAIN this week millions of Americans are under great 
temptation to put aside their basic virtues of honesty and 
decency and to become petty crooks and chiselers. 


n 
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, The temptation is occasioned by the fact that it- is income tax 
time again, and this year, perhaps, more .than ever before, more: and 
more of our citizens are finding out that being - absolutely honest 
and above board with their government Is a costly process, ■ . - 

There is no question but that the vast majority of our people 
are honest regardless of the cost. ' But at the same time it would 
be foolish to disregard the fact that our present day income tax 
rates are forcing a great many people seriously to consider whether 
it actually pays to be honest. , , : - 

Ten years ago these people wouldn't have given a .moment’s 
consideration to cheating, - even a little hit, on their - income tax 
returns. Income tax rates then weren't overly excessive nor was 
the federal government engaged in a rat race to throw away the 
money collected from the people via the ' income tax. A few years 
.ago, too, the people had an’ abiding faith in the- federal government's 
Internal Revenue Bureau and in the assumption that everybody 
was paying his fair share of taxes. 


'TODAY THE situation is entirely different. Today -we have income 
1 tax rates that are up in. the stratosphere,, we have a federal 
government . that . doesn't seem to know the difference between* a 
billion and a million dollars, and the people .have been, thoroughly 
disillusioned about the Internal Revenue Bureau and * in their 
assumption that everybody has been paying his fair share of the 
tax - load. ■ “ 

. Today the. American people, for perhaps the first time in our 
long history, are seriously wondering if they are getting their 
money's worth out of the huge number of dollars they are con- 
tributing each year for the purposes of government. They have 
been trained in the belief that it is the duty of each and every 
citizen' 'to contribute his fair share to the upkeep of government 
and that those who have the most should pay the most. But now 
they are beginning to ask what is a person's fair share and just 
how much of a person's income should he be expected to contribute 
to= the upkeep of government. 

. We now have a situation in this country where the people 
don't see eve to eye with, the government at all on the question of 
what constitutes fair taxation. The people are now contributing 
on a national average over one-third of their total income to the 
Upkeep of government in one form or another. In the extreme upper 
limits we have people who are contributing over 90 per cent of 
their total .incomes and most of our corporations are coughing 
np over 50 per cent of their profits to the public treasury. 

The tax bite has now reached the point where a great many 
people can no longer meet the unjustifiable demands of a. greedy 
government and still have enough money left to satisfy their own 
normal needs. And when that point is reached that is when people 
begin to struggle with their conscience as to whether it constitutes 
a crime, or not to .cheat a government that has .little compunction 
about cheating and robbing them. 

THIS CONSCIENCE struggle isn't eased any when the people 
x have placed before them example after example of big and little 
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crooks who have been blatant In their evasion of the tax laws, and 
who,- by pulling a. few political strings, have been able to escape 
proper punishment. A big hue and cry is now being* raised to get 
these crooks and to clean up the stinking '“mess that has been 
allowed to grow and fester within official tax collection circles. 
But for some reason or other corrective measures seem mighty 
slow in appearing. Official reluctance to probe into the mess as it 
should be probed has kept the cleanup dragging. Big names are’ 
seemingly involved and big names can still pull strings to keep 
the people from learning the whole dirty truth and to keep them- 
selves out of jail. 

The little people who pay taxes under dire threat of what 
will happen to them if they don’t cough up every dime the govern- 
ment says they owe have no political strings to pull. They can only 
sweat and struggle and hope they have ■ been honest enough to- 
keep the government snoops away from their door. 

jgUT IT IS beginning ; to cost too much to be completely honest 

with a dishonest government. What i 3 sauce for the goose is' 
sauce for the gander, and there is developing all through this 
country of ours today a callous indifference toward what constitutes 
absolute honesty in making out income tax returns. 

We are slowly breeding a. whole nation full of crooks, not 
because the people, themselves, ■ want to be crooks but because 
dishonesty is the only defense they have left, against a government 
which has become so wasteful in- its spending and so grasping in 
its tax demands that honest people can no longer earn- a decent 
living without paying an exorbitant tribute for the .privilege. 

What this policy will eventually lead to, God only knovys, but 
ft isn’t a pleasant fate to contemplate, especially for a nation which 
once prided itself on the strong moral principles which are now 
being washed away by a government ’which has grown too. big for, 
our own good and too wasteful and corrupt for honest people 
to afford. , 


Peace — It's Wonderful

WHEN THE historians of some future generation sit down to 
YV write the history of the present era in America, we have little 
doubt that one of the conclusions they will reach, will be. that never 
in all history did a generation of people yearn so earnestly for' 
real peace and pay such a high price for it without -ever achieving it. 

' Peace is a wonderful word. It is a ' universal ' desire today 
amongst' all the little people of the world regardless of what the' 
so-called leaders 'of the world say. It is so wonderful in fact, and 
the desire' for it is so strong, that it has been perfectly possible ‘for 
these so-called leaders to' get by with some pretty 1 ' dastardly crimes' 
all in the name of. securing peace. 

Our own nation Is a perfect example, of' what can happen when 
people put aside their common sense and permit' themselves to- be 
sold on the- idea that peace can somehow' he bought with money alone; 
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■ Peace isn't a commodity ’ that can be bought or sold in a 
marketplace. All the money there is in the world can’t purchase 
a minute of peace unless the hearts of the men who are blocking 
peace today can be changed. 

Yet for the past five or six years we here in this country have 
been acting like a bunch of money changers pursuing the dove of 
peace with a hatful of dollar bills and it is surprising how many 
of us actually think we are getting somewhere in our elusive pursuit. 

TJOW MANY billions of dollars we have thrown away in these ) 

past few years in this fashion is a question difficult to answer. i 

It adds up to a fantastic figure and one which has every American 
sweating hard to pay his share. Yet for all our money. and for all 
our effort peace is farther away today than it was before we plunged < 

into our vain effort to buy it. 

The same holds true for our idealistic effort to create a world 
organization dedicated to creating and keeping peace. The United 
Nations was bom out of high sounding ideas. But the architects who , 

drafted up its framework made it into a sucker trap for this nation. 

Men like Alger Hiss saw to it that Communist countries would be 
well represented and would have full opportunity to use the United 
Nations rostrum not as a vehicle for peace, but as a sounding board 
to' spread their own propaganda of hate and distortion. We are now 
firmly committed to the United Nations. We are paying a dispropor- 
tionate share of the cost. We are bearing 90 per cent of the casualties 
of a United Nations “holy” war, but let somebody raise a voice of 
protest and he is immediately branded as a “warmonger” and an 
enemy of peace. 

Twenty years ago this nation had a pretty good formula for 
staying out of trouble. We didn’t feel then that we had any divine | 

right or any divine duty to stick our nose into other nations’ affairs. j 

We mhided our own business and kept our own house in order with- 
out worrying a great deal about what the other fellow was doing. 

Korea* Indo-China and other faraway places were just spots on 
the world map to most Americans who didn’t care a hill of beans j 

what kind of government the natives of these places wanted to 1 

embrace. ) 


■DUT TODAY it’s a different story. We’ve got our nose stuck into 
. so many places where it shouldn’t be that it’s a wonder we 
haven’t lost it long before now. We’re like a gossipy neighbor always 
prying into other foiks’ affairs and then wondering why we are 
always running into trouble. 

People who mind their own business and who are content 
with letting the other fellow mind his seldom get into trouble and 
if perchance they do they are usually competent to handle it. It’s 
the people in this world who are never content minding their own 
business who are the troublemakers and one of these in a neighbor- 
hood can soon have everybody around involved in an uproar. 

It’s the same way with nations. We have no business meddling 
in the. internal, .affairs of other nations. Nobody .has appointed us. 
as a -finger- pointer telling other nations what they must do if they 
hope to get our friendship and our money. Yet that is- exactly what 
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we have 'been doing. We are acting like we want to rule the world, 
we are trying, vainly to finance practically the whole world, and- if 
we .don’t come to our .senses -soon we are going to find out that 
in the process of trying to remold the rest of the world, into our 
own form and shape we have twisted and bent -our- own form of 
government all out of kilter. 

VVTE HAVE a hunch that that is exactly what some of these peace- 
vv makers have had -their minds set on accomplishing all. along. 
They know there is little chance that .the American people will 
voluntarily change a system of government ’which- has produced the 
highest standard of living the world has ever seen. But in the cause 
of peace people can usually be talked into anything:- And - in the cause 
of peace the American people these- past few -years have been talked 
into accepting a great many 'things that .history and- their plain, 
ordinary common sense should tell them wouldn’t bring peace but 
only more and more burdens for them to share and more and more 
troubles leading to war. 

Peace does happen to be a wonderful thing. We used to be’ able 
to enjoy it for decades at a time when we didn’t go -out looking for 
trouble ‘ in -every corner ■ of .the world... But the older we get the 
dumber we seemto get. It’s hot fashionable ^anymore to -think of 
America as a separate entity from the rest" of the world. ; No, we 
have to be internationalists and one-worlders, flaunting our money 
and our power in -everybody’s face,; if we want to live in uneasy 
peace these- days.- - • - ■/ 

*. It’s. ’a pity -George Washington died so’ soon. He loved peace,, too, 
but he 'never thought it ‘could be bought with dollars.. He \vas 
smarter’ than we are today and so were some of his Successors, if 
they hadn’t been -we probably wouldn’t /have been able to garner the

National Tax Freedom Holiday

YESTERDAY Mr. and Mrs. 'Average Taxpayer in this big country 
■' of ours finally reached the point where they could begin to eafri 
some mpney, for themselves. . 

* • Most 'of- us haven’t 1 'yet realized' how' much of' our -time arid 
effort it takes each year to satisfy the demands of our ever-hungry 
tax’ : cbllectors. We all know that taxes fake a good share of our 
incomes but because a pee at many of the' taxes we pay are so-called 
hidden taxes few of us have the information, ■ time or knowledge *fo 
figure' out jiist how big a bite the tax collectors fake out of our 
income each year. ' 

The Florida State Retailer’s Association has figured out this 
bite, however, and -what this Association discovered should be of 
vital interest to every one of us. 

Taking all taxes into consideration,- and this means national, 
state, local and hidden, the Association’s experts have determined 
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that the average taxpayer in this country had to* contribute all 
the income he took in from the first of this year to May 19 to pay 
his total tax bill for the year. In other words this means that from 
Jan. 1 until May 19 all of .us were working not for ourselves; but 
for our government. * 

Think about that for a moment. Slavery was supposed to have 
disappeared from this country almost one hundred years ago. 
But while the chains and the whips that were symbolic of slavery 
one hundred years ago. may have disappeared, the institution of 
slavery has hardly disappeared. 

A TJf OF US today are still slaves in the sense that we must spend 

a portion of our time working for Uncle Sam and- his state and 
local counterparts each year. In 1920 our total tax burdens made 
slaves out of us only until Feb. 26. From that day on everything 
we made we could keep for ourselves. 

By 1940, however, things had started to change. The tax and 
spend boys were in the saddle and as a result the average taxpayer 
in that year had to work for his government almost three full 
months to satisfy his tax liabilities. March 27 was the date back 
in 1940 when the average taxpayer could begin to call his income 
his own. 

In 1951 things were still worse. By this time people were growing 
more aware of their tax burdens. In fact some of them had already 
started a campaign for a new national holiday to be celebrated 
annually on the date that the average taxpayer could consider he 
was on his own. 


That new holiday, which now has been memorialized by Con- 
gress, is called National Tax Freedom Holiday. Last year it was 
celebrated on April 28. This year it came yesterday, and it is 
significant that in just the space of a single year each one of us 
had to contribute an extra 20 days of time and income to defray 
our growing tax liabilities. 

This year all of us who are average taxpayers had to work clear 
up to May 19 to earn enough money to pay our tax bills. At first 
glance that sounds like an unbelievable statement, but when one 
figures that there are 189 different taxes on a suit of clothes, 154 
taxes on a bar of soap, 201 taxes on a gallon of gasoline and 53 
taxes on a loaf of bread and that all these taxes are in addition to 
income and property taxes, our true tax picture becomes more 1 clear. 

nPHE SAD story about these tax figures lies in the fact that regard- 
less of how hard we work to pay our taxes, the government 
always seems able to spend our money faster than we can make it. 
Supposing, for instance, you ?ire a married man with two children 
and that you have an annual income of $12,000. To earn enough 
money to pay your taxes you would have to work almost five 
months. But how long do you think it would take the federal gov- 
ernment to spend the income you worked five months to produce? 
Exactly one second. 

Carry these figures out a little further. Suppose there are 3,600 
men in Ft. Lauderdale, married, with two children and who have 
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incomes of $12,000 a year. Each of these 3,600 men will have to 
labor for five months to earn enough to pay their taxes. That 
adds up to 18,000 months of tax labor, but it will only take the 
federal government a' single- hour to spend all the income produced 
by the 18,000 months of labor put in by these 3,600 taxpayers. 

Just in case you need a little more convincing here is something 
else to consider. Federal taxes today average $472 a year per person 
in this country. That is 120 times as much as the people were pay- 
ing back at the turn of the century and should be convincing 
enough proof we have bought ourselves too much government at 
too high a price. 

The answer to this terrible tax situation is obvious enough. 
It’s time to boot the high tax, high spend boys, out of public 
office and replace them with men who will appreciate the value 
of our tax dollars and who will understand that they don’t grow 
on trees. 

If we don’t take that action we might as well resign ourselves 
to shelling out more and more of our incomes every year to the 
tax collectors. We are already spending a third of our time working 
to pay our taxes, but the spenders are still managing to keep one 
step ahead of us. If it goes on much longer well all be spending 
half our time filling the coffers of the tax collectors and we shudder 
to think of what will happen to private initiative and ambition in 
this country under those conditions.

How Tax Burden Can Be Eased 

[FT. LAUDERDALE DAILY NEWS, MAY 27, 1952] 

T'HE OFT-REPEATED question of what can the average American 
x do about easing his exorbitant tax burden was answered to a 
fare-thee-well up in Thomasville, Georgia, a few days ago when a 
group of prominent citizens put political candidates on firm notice 
that it was time to quit raising taxes. 

These citizens, some 35 in number, inserted a half-page adver- 
tisement in the Thomasville Times-Enterprise to get their message 
across. In this ad they warned all the candidates as follows: 

v “If any of you, In any office, vote for anything that will in 
any manner raise taxes on us or our business, hidden or open, 
direct or indirect, we intend to use all the money, work and 
influence within our power to whip you If you ever run for any- 
thing again. 

“We promise to try as diligently as possible, with our every 
resource, to return you to your old job and let you get back into 
the producing, instead of the consuming end of taxation. You 
won’t like it either.” 

This warning was addressed to all candidates for national, 
state, county and city offices. It was signed by each of the 35 
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citizens plus the line: “And a- few thousand others' who were not 
given the opportunity to add their signatures.” . 

These 35 citizens declared they meant exactly what they said 
about taxes. . 

“XJ87E. PONT* CARE/’ the advertisement went on to say, “who is 
. ■ suffering from what or where. You might well change a lot 
of . unessential expenditures into some essential channels but don't 
expect us to accept any- additional bills from you without trying 
to whip you. - , 

“Government is getting 10 times as much money as it received 
just a few years .back, Government is no better, if as good, as it 
was ..at. the lower figures. , 

* “If. you are not smart enough to govern this country on its 
present or a reduced income, you aren't smart enough to earn 
our confidence or vote, even though your bills may be labeled 
emergency, essential, progressive, or with any other trick adjectives. 

“Communism is this country’s greatest menace. We believe 
the most direct route into it is for you and your political partners 
to continue to make our dollars more worthless. If you will quit 
wrecking the economy of this greatest country on earth, we believe 
we can handle the Russians. We don't want to have to lick you 
both at the same' time. We hope you'll come first. 

“This we believe. This we will do. You may quote us.” 

There you have it. A, declaration of intentions from 35 citizens 
that no politician or political candidate can fail to understand. 
It says briefly and simply that these citizens are fed up with high 
taxes and that they intend to take ballot box reprisals against any 
official who supports higher levies. 

rpHESE THOMASVILLE citizens may have started something.. If 
/•‘’' their* example- should be followed by similar action -in cities and 
towns all over the, nation we would have a force of public opinion 
that no- politician would dare to flaunt. 

It is going to take something like this to get sanity and economy 
back into, our government. For years we have had men in' high 
office who- have thought that the answer to every problem was 
merely to spend more money. We've tried to buy security and it 
can't be bought with cash alone. We've tried to purchase friendship 
and we've found that there are some doors that dollars won't open. 

As* a result we've reached the point in this nation where some 
drastic changes are in order*. We can't continue on the spending 
binge we have been on these past few years without risking grave 
consequences.. ... 

. The ‘ Thomasville citizens have recognized this fact and they 
stand prepared to do something about it. Their- action should serve 
as a positive answer to what any citizen can do to ease his tax 
bur den., and- we. certainly hope it serves to. stimulate a great many 
other-citizens along ’the .same lines. 
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Our Foreign Entanglements Could 
Someday Cost Us Our Constitution 

[FT. LAUDERDALE DAILY NEWS, JUNE 4, 1952] 

r THE GROWING fears shared by many, many Americans that our 
foreign commitments may one day lead to the subversion of 
our own constitutional form of government were never more clearly 
emphasized than in the minority decision handed down by three 
Justices of the Supreme Court in the steel seizure case Monday. 

This minority decision, written by Chief Justice Vinson and 
concurred in by Justices Minton and Reed, upheld President 
Truman’s arbitrary action in seizing the steel mills on the grounds 
that the present emergency justified the strongest kind of measures 
to avert a steel stoppage. 

The Chief Justice pointedly referred to this nation’s United 
Nations commitments in Korea and to pledges we have made to 
the NATO countries of Europe as factors which couldn’t be overlooked 
by the President and which more or less justified his unprecedented 
seizure of private property action. 

Fortunately, only three of the Supreme Court Justices agreed 
that President Truman’s ends justified his means, but this still 
goes to prove that there exists in this country a strong undercurrent 
of opinion which sees nothing dangerous about foreign entanglements 
so strong in nature that they virtually constitute a super government 
more binding on Americans than our own laws. 

A FEW AMERICANS have been foresighted enough to recognize 
^ that there are inherent dangers in our U. N. and NATO 
commitments that could gravely threaten the right of the American 
people to make their own laws and be their own masters. There 
are movements afoot right now within the framework of the U. N. 
to adopt principles on human rights far stronger in their implications 
than anything ever seriously considered in this nation. Once adopted, 
there are many lawyers who declare these principles would take 
precedence over those outlined in our own Constitution because 
our membership in the U. N. has been approved by. the U. S. Senate 
and thus U. N. actions and policies are just as binding on American 
citizens as our own laws, if not more so. 

The same is true of actions taken under the Atlantic Treaty. 
Treaties, once approved by the U. S. Senate, automatically become 
the law of our land and thus we have a situation created whereby 
the people of this country can be made to serve foreign masters 
whether they want to or not. 

In both the U. N. and NATO organizations the United States 
has the same representation as the other member countries. Though 
we foot the bulk of the bills for both organizations our voting power 
is no more than other member nations. In the U. N. we could easily 
be outvoted on some policy which would conflict with our Con- 
stitution yet we might well be bound to abide by the result. 
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Even though there might not be any direct conflict with our 
own laws, membership in these organizations still drastically influ- 
ences every American citizen's way of life. Korea has cost us billions 
of dollars and 108,000 casualties. We are bearing a terrific burden 
compared to other U. N. members. Yet we can hardly make a single 
move in Korea without consulting the other member nations and 
tailoring our actions to meet the wishes of the majority. 

HTHE NATO group is also putting terrific burdens on American 

taxpayers. Our per capita national debt is far greater than 
that of any other NATO member. Yet we still shell out a major 
share of NATO costs. 

These foreign commitments are now reaching the point, as 
aptly illustrated in the steel seizure case, where some people 
consider them more important than maintaining the integrity of our 
own government. When a showdown occurs, as it did last Monday, 
we find three of the highest judges in the land concurring in a ruling 
that our foreign commitments and the emergency they have created 
justify a President taking unprecedented action against American 
citizens to safeguard these commitments. 

This time these three judges were in a minority. Six other 
Justices could find nothing in our Constitution or In our own laws 
to justify the President's seizure action so they ruled it out. 

But heartening as this decision happens to be it still doesn't 
ease the growing fear that one of these fine days the American 
E^ople are going to wake up to find -that while they have been 
sleeping at the switch some clever and idealistic men have sabotaged 
this government of ours by binding us to foreign organizations 
whose charters, policies and needs are deemed superior to our own. 


Security No Good When Man Must 
Sacrifice Independence for It 

[FT. LAUDERDALE DAILY NEWS, DECEMBER 26, 1952] 

QEVERAL YEARS ago The Daily News carried an editorial about 
" the seagulls of St. Augustine who were reported to be starving 
to death because the shrimp fleet which had provided their food 
for many years had suddenly left the area for richer shrimp beds 
elsewhere. The gulls, after being the beneficiaries of handouts for 
so many years, had apparently lost their ability to fend for them- 
selves and many parent gulls had even forgotten to teach their 
offspring how to catch their own food. 

We pointed out in this editorial that here was an excellent 
example of the “welfare” state in action and of what could happen 
to people if they sacrificed their own independence to feed at Uncle 
Sam's trough. 

This editorial was widely reprinted all over the country. It 
drew a tremendous response and among the responses were a few 
which doubted the seagull story and which pointed out that even 
if -it were true, people were different than birds and would be able 
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to readjust themselves without any difficulties if a welfare state 
they had become accustomed to depend upon suddenly was washed 
away. 

These "doubting Thomases" wanted proof before they could 
be convinced that the "welfare" state idea was a dangerous theory 
for a freeborn and independent people to embrace. 

Today we are in a position to supply them with that proof 
and this time it is people we are concerned with and not bird or 
animal life. 

The people concerned are the Eskimos who years ago were 
considered to be one of the most independent and self-sufficient 
races on earth. In 1941, according to a government census, there 
were approximately 13,000 Eskimos living in the Canadian arctic. 

'THESE ESKIMOS eked out a hardy existence at best. Some of 
1 them depended entirely- on the annual caribou migration for 
their ycar-around meat supply. Those nearer the coast hunted seals 
and caught fish to supply the essential meats and oils and fat they 
needed in their diet to withstand the rigorous climate. 

Shortly after 1941 the "welfare" state idea penetrated to the 
Canadian arctic. The government started giving family allowances, 
and pensions to the Eskimos. New foods were made available. And 
since it was easier for an Eskimo to cook up a bunch of flapjacks 
for breakfast instead of hunting down a seal or a caribou, his diet 
began to change. No longer did he have to depend almost entirely on 
his own hunting skill to supply his food. And thus no longer did 
he consume the quantities of meats and oils that would supply his 
body with the vitamins, and proteins necessary fo keep up his 
resistance to the harsh climatic conditions of the land. At the same 
time new diseases made their appearance— white man’s diseases— 
that the Eskimos came in contact with at the trading posts where 
they had to go to pick up their welfare payments and their new 
foods. 

Today the Eskimos are in grave danger of dying out. The 1951 
census showed that there are now only about 8,000 Eskimos left 
in the Canadian arctic. Their numbers have been cut almost in half 
since a friendly government started handing out benefits to them 
they were not accustomed to. A government report frankly admits: 

"The cumulative effect of government aid such as family allow- 
ances and old age and blind pensions has made the Eskimo aware 
of the fact that they now have two sources of income. Their inde- 
pendence has been weakened in some areas by the knowledge that 
government agencies will come to their assistance and that there is 
little need to take the risk of obtaining the produce of the land." 

THERE YOU' have it.. A race of hunters and fishers par excellence 
x has been induced to stop hunting and fishing because they 
now get food from the government. But this food isn’t the kind 
that Nature placed in the arctic to keep the Eskimos hale and 
hearty. So now the Eskimos are dying out and may soon disappear 
because they gave up their age-old habits and their independent 
nature and succumbed to the "welfare" state. 
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Disaster came to' the seagulls of St. Augustine because the’ 
immutable laws of Nature were ignored. Disaster now hovers over 
the Eskimos of the Canadian arctic for the very same reason. 

The “welfare state” may sound like a panacea for all our ills. 
It holds out the promise of security for all, but security isn’t much 
good when a man has to sacrifice his independence to get it. 

The social planners are prone to laugh off what happened to 
the seagulls and what is now happening to the Eskimos. But it is 
nothing to laugh about unless you can see something funny in 
the destruction of a once proud and independent people. 


Vigilant People Needed to Demand 
Good Government in America

AS AMERICANS get ready to welcome a New Year across the 

threshold tonight it becomes customary to look back over the old 
year that is passing away to sum up its blessings and to look forward 
to the new one in an effort to measure what the future holds in 
store for all of us. 

In looking back there can be little question but that 1952 will 
go down in history as a year of great significance to Americans 
in general, and perhaps to the whole world as well. For us the big 
event of the year happened last Nov. 4 when the American people 
marched to the polls in tremendous numbers to cail a halt to one 
era in our history and to voice their confidence in a new one about 
to begin. 

Time really caught up to the incompetents, the bunglers and 
the outright chiselers and crooks in our government during 1952. 
For years these people have been operating under the impression 
that no matter what they did they could always divert the public 
with the cry that “they never had it so good.” 


But 1952 was the year in which the people refused to be taken 
in again. For this was the time when the people had had enough, 
when they measured false promises against actual performances, 
and when they cast out ,of office those who had sought to take away 
their freedoms in exchange for 30 pieces of rotten silver masquerading 
under the guise of government benefits. 

This was the year, too, in which the people demonstrated they 
wanted no further part of a war their leaders wouldn’t win nor 
couldn’t end. And so they installed new leaders and gave them the 
job of sweeping out the “mess” that had been accumulating over 
the* years in Washington and of' fashioning new policies and new 
approaches to old conditions that would take our government out 
of the dreary doldrums into the fresh breezes of a new dawn. 

'T'HAT’B THE bright prospect that lies ahead of us in the New 
x Year we will greet tonight. Gone now are doubts that this great 
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nation of ours will continue to flounder in a morass - of corruption 
and indecision. Ahead is the hope that a strong and firm hand will 
assume the reins of. control and will guide the nation down a path 
where the government will efficiently do the tasks it has to do, but 
will leave to the people the job of doing the things they should' do 
for themselves. 

But hope alone can’t put our government on this path. Thg 
people, themselves, charted the route they wanted to travel last 
Nov. 4. But they must remain forever vigilant to see that the mandate 
their votes carried actually is put into effect. 

The forces who want this nation to embrace the socialistic, 
doctrine and the forces who want a government of special privilege 
and influence can’t be quelled by one election turnout. They can be 
kept in their place only by constant watchfulness to see that they 
don’t climb back into positions of power and trust* 

It will be our job in the days ahead to make sure that these 
forces are kept under control. It is a good portent that a new spirit 
seems to have arisen in thi3 country. During 1952 our people sud- 
denly became aware of the fact that their government, at all levels, 
was getting out of hand and they moved in to bring it back under 
control. And the best part of it seems to be that the people aren’t 
merely content to clean up their federal government. They realize 
now that their local and state governments are just as vulnerable 
to chiselers, evil-doers, and incompetents as their sprawling federal 
government, and their desire for a change has extended all the way 
down to their home co mmuni ties. 

WE SEE that desire everywhere we look today. People are not 

only talking about the need for better government but they are 
demonstrating a growing interest in shouldering their responsibilities 
as citizens to secure better government. 

That is a spirit we have needed in this nation for a long time. 
Our government drifted into a miserable and corruption-ridden state 
because we, as citizens, let it drift that way, and because we joked 
about graft and corruption instead of becoming angry to our toes 
about it. 

But finally we did get angry. Finally we did awaken to the fact 
that we still held the power to make some changes and we made those 
changes. 

In a few more weeks the results of our handiwork will begin 
to be apparent. These results should be good and they will be good 
if all of us in the coming year make it a point to keep ourselves 
closely informed about our government and ready to swing into 
immediate action if those we have chosen to govern us fall down- 
on their jobs and seek to become our masters rather than our 
servants. 

That’s one New Year’s resolution that should be high on our 
lists. Good government is one of our most precious assets and once* 
we have it it’s worth preserving at all costs. A vigilant people can- pre- 
serve good' government indefinitely, but an apathetic and lazy 
citizenry won’t keep it long enough to even know what they have 
lost.

I saw Dr. Kenneth D. Wells, President of the Freedoms Foundation, 
on the morning of October 30th. You recall that Wells had previously called for 
an appointment with the Director. Wells left with me the attached letter 
addressed to the Director inviting the Director to presenttheFreedoms Foundation 
awarcfe-Pn the occasion of its annual ceremony at Valley Forge m February 22, 1954, 
land to make the one and only address of from 15 to 20 minutes of the day. The 
‘President made these presentations in 1949, in 1953, the Director was invited 
but declined and then they secured Vice President Nixon to make the awards . 

The presentation would include only the top twenty awards which will be selected 
by the Awards Committee, the Chairman of which is this year President Hesburgh 
of Notre Dame University. The Awards Committee consists of 11 Chief Justices 
of State Supreme Courts and will convene on November 29th and remain in session 
until December 17th. Wells stated that there is an abundance of brilliant new 
material on the American structure and on the occasion of the presentation of the 
awards which will be made in a theater in Valley Forge which admits only 400 people, 
nevertheless, there will be from three to ten thousand other people standing outside.

Dr. Wells stated that the entire B^jrcl of T r US tees "and Directors Ira 
of the Freedoms Foundation was unanimous in selecting the Director as their choice-^ 
again this year to make the speech and deliver the awards since the Director ^ 

symbolizes the sturdiness of the American way of life. They have always wanted the 
Director since he has awards from the Freedoms Foundation and has gone above and 
beyond his official duty to further the cause of fTepdom. The Freedoms Foundation 
all together will make some 600 awards; however, aside from the top 20, the 
remainder will be handled on a regional basis and if, of <26urse, the top 20 cannot 
get there to receive the award, then that award will be made on a regional basis as was 
the case of the Director’s two previous occasions when I have accepted the award on 
the Director's behalf in the Old Supreme Court Chambers.

Wells stated that they check on the award winners through the 
American Legion and available means and they have never paid an award 
wherein the individual receiving the award had a background which would 
embarrass the Foundation. Wells stated that in making the presentations, 
it would not be necessary for the Director to endorse the work or the man. If, 
for example, an award was made to a Protestant clergyman, the Director 
in making the presentation would say a word on the role of the American clergy 
and so on down the line. The Director’s remarks could be of his own choosing 
which would fit the occasion. 

Wells further stated that they have never had less than 60 
representatives of the press onjthese occasions and press surveys have shown 
that these awards have been given wider dissemination than those awards of any 
other organization. 

Wells pointed out that Freedoms Foundation is more and more 
occupying a unique position; that he believes today that its collection of material 
exceeds that of any other institution in the land; that they have now some 70, 000 
documents. The President when connected with Columbia University, told Wells 
that they should look to the day when ther e would be a freedom shrine either at 
Valley Forge or in Washington. Last September Wells was called to D^ay^^ Tl^^ 
President told Wells that the time had come to start this, Wells had- DesnattgB 
Kevan McCann yesterday afternoon, at the President’s request^'start working on 
details on this. General Bradley is to be come the National Chairman of the Freedoms 
Shrine, the purpose of which will be to enclose and house the documents on the 
American way of life and to serve as a living memorial exemplifying the credo 
of the American way of life. 

Wells stated for example, there is no place in any of our national 
documents where such fundamental information can be found for example as the 
right to engage in business. This is a well accepted concept, but has not been 
written into any of the rites and is not memorialized on any of the buildings.. 

The credo of the American way of life worked out by the Freedoms Foundation 
has been approved by 80 Justices of State Supreme Courts as set forth on the 
back of the attached booklet describing Valley Forge and the Freedoms Foundation. 
Wells stated that Sid Richardson and Clint Murchison have made heavy financial 
contributions to the Freedoms Foundation.

Valley Forge - A New Meaning 


This ceremony .marks the fifth annual presentation of the Freedoms 
Foundation Awards. The idea underlying the Awards is as simple as it is 
dramatic: to encourage Americans from all walks of life to " speak up for 
freedom " either as individuals or through programs sponsored by their 
churches, schools, and civic organizations. 

Each year Freedoms Foundation at Valley Forge accumulates from around 
the nation the outstanding expressions, projects, and programs that have 
sought to advance the American ’lay of Life. A non-partisan Awards jury, 
drawn from the State Supreme Court judiciary and the national leadership of 
patriotic and service organizations, then selects the most effective and 
useful work done. When the jury has picked the awardees from among the 
thousands of nominations submitted, the national Awards are presented here 
at Valley Forge pn Washington's Birthday; following this ceremony, regional 
presentation programs are conducted in every section of the country. 

Since its beginning in 19k9, Freedoms Foundati' >n has grown into one of 


America's most significant efforts to develop public understanding of the 


free system. 
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The Foundation's Credo in clear, ringing phrases, reminds us that the 
American Way of Life is made up of three basic components: 

First, a fundamental belief in God. 

Second, a constitutional government designed to serve the people. 

Third, the zealous protection of political and economic rights, 

including: 

The right to worship God in one's own way. 

The right to free speech, press, and assembly. 

The right to privacy of home and. person. 

The right of Habeas Corpus, and prompt trial by jury. 

The right to own private property. 

The right to free elections. 

The right to work in callings and localities of our choice. 

The right to bargain with our employers and employees. 

The right to engage in business, compete, make a profit. 

-rand- 

The right to freedom from arbitrary government regulation. 

Freedoms Foundation holds that it is the responsibility of every American 
citizen to help maintain the American Way of Life as it is articulated in 
the Credo and to pass it intact to succeeding generations. 

The recipients of the Awards are those men and women who, in the judgment 
of the distinguished jury, have best fulfilled the responsibilities of 
citizenship implicit in the Credo. This year, for the first time, an awards 
category was established for members of our Armed Forces. 

As we prepare, in this historic setting, to present the 1953 awards, I 
think it is appropriate to reflect briefly on the significance of the 
Foundation’s Credo as it relates to the challenge which today confronts free 
men everywhere — p the ideological challenge of a militant, imperialistic 


Communism. 


The cornerstone of the Credo and, in fact, of the American Way of Life 
is of course our "fundamental belief in God." It is on this spiritual rock- 
on conviction that all men are children of a Supreme Being — that the free 
nations of the West have built their democratic institutions, it is this 
premise that lies at the heart of our Declaration of Independence and our 
Constitution. When the Founding Fathers proclaimed that "all men are 
created equal," they were speaking of equality in the eyes of God . The 
doctrine of "natural rights" around which Washington, Jefferson, and the 
others forged a new nation refers to rights that are God-given, not man-made. 

Our religious faith is the touchstone for our belief in the dignity 
of the individual and the sacredness of the human spirit. Our Judiac-Christian 
ideals form a wellspring for the values that undergird our homes, our schools, 
our communities. Spiritual values govern the way we live — the way we 
conduct ourselves as individuals and as a people. The truths we hold to be 
"self-evident" are as fundamental to the free system now as they were at the 
time of the American Revolution. 

But today the validity of those truths is challenged by the godless 
doctrine of world Communism. Everywhere, the disciples of Marx, Lenin, and 
Stalin are conducting a relentless campaign to destroy free institutions. 
Communism denies that man is a child, of Godj it rejects the doctrine of natural 
rights and the concept that all men, being created equal, must therefore be 
equal in the eyes of the law. The spiritual values free men cherish are 
opposed by the icy declaration that men are the pawns of material forces. 

In the Communist lexicon, there is no- such thing as "human dignityj" the 
individual possesses no inherent rights — only those which tyrants choose to 
ordain. 

While the Marxist philospphy of materialism is not new, it is only in 
recent years that free men have become aware of the real nature of the 


• * 

Communist conspiracy. Its practitioners have deluded many by wrapping them- 
selves in the time-honored cloalc of social reform. But in every cloak 
they wear, they are waging war against the free nations -- a war that is 
fought not alone with physical weapons, but with ideas, words, agitators, 
spies. This campaign is conducted simultaneously on four fronts: the 
political, the economic, the military, and the moral. 

Freedoms Foundation is a positive response to the moral challenge 
of world Communism. Programs such as the one we climax here today provide 
Americans with an opportunity to reexamine fundamental democratic values 
a chance to understand more fully the spiritual foundation of freedom. 

For if we can counter the materialistic Communist ideology .and the religious 
zeal of its adherents with a dynamic faith in God and a clear knowledge of 
what the free system truly stands for, we will be firmly under way on the read 
to victory in the moral struggle which today envelopes the world. 

As we march down that road, we must help all to comprehend the second 
component of the American Way as defined in the Foundations Credo namely, 
a ’’constitutional government designed to serve the people.” The Communists* 
government is not only the master of its people, dictating what they shall 
say, read, and do, it even seeks to control their thoughts by rewriting history 
and — through the revolting and degrading techniques of ’’brain-washing” — 
erasing from men’s minds events that happened and substituting the Communist 
version of the ’’truth." Communist rule is tyranny in its ugliest, most brutal 
formj government under Communism sets out to abolish freedom, not nourish and 
strengthen it, as all government should. 

The civic, educational, and' patriotic programs which Freedoms Foundation 
honors each year help build public understanding of the proper function of 
government in a free society. In the steady growth of the Foundation’s work 




is the answer to those who would seek to use the power of government to 
snuff out freedom — including freedom qf inquiry and expression. As long 
as programs such as those sponsored by the Freedoms Foundation are allowed 
to flourish, this country need have no fear that the totalitarian methods 
of thought-control and ruthless government will take root here. Our deep 
commitment to the ideal of constitutional government is a sure safeguard 
against those who, in their zeal to destroy the Communist evil, would employ 
totalitarian practices. 

The Freedoms Foundation Credo offers us yet a third effective Weapon in 
the conflict with World Communism *— the indivisible bundle of political and 
economic rights which in a democracy protect the dignity and freedom of the 
individual. These rights, a vital component of the American Way under our 
constitutional system, were not easily won, nor can they be easily preserved 
during this prolonged period of international tension. As each American 
seeks to exercise his political and economic rights, so too must he shoulder 
the responsibility for their defense and preservation * 

Individual political and economic rights are of course a myth in 
Communist societies. Hence the disciples of Communism mean to eradicate these 
rights in the free nations. To achieve their objective, the Communists resort 
to every conceivable political, psychological, and economic tactic in a never- 
ending war of nerves against free institutions. To combat these enemies of 
freedom, free peoples everywhere must vigilantly guard their rights and 
strive ceaselessly to strengthen them. This responsibility rests particularly 
with us in the United States, since history has decreed that we should be for a 
time at least the leader of the free world. 
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By participating in the Freedoms Foundation program* by learning thereby 
how to "speak up for freedom, " Americans can do much toward strengthening 
their economic and political rights, and their staiure as world leaders. 

Living under tension, fighting tyranny* defending freedom *— these are 
not new experiences for Americans. The course we must follow in our current 
conflict with despotism is not too different, in its essentials, from the 
path chosen by Washington and his countrymen at the time of the American 
Revolution. The Credo of Freedoms Foundation at Valley Forge is simply a 
modern-day restatement of the beliefs and faith that sustained the American 
troops and their heroic leader through that long winter of hardship and 
sacrifice at Valley Forge in 1778 ? 

A biographer of George Washington has written: "The American Army at 

Valley Forge endured the greatest extremities of human suffering. ••••••• 

But oft in the rude wintry night, when the tempest howled among the hovels, 
and the shivering sentry paced his lonely round, would his eye be attracted 
to the taper that burned in the Headquarters, where the man of mighty labors, 
watching while others slept, toiled in the cause of unborn millions." 

Washington himself, in his own letters and speeches, has given us an 
insight into the qualities of greatness that carried him through the winter 
at Valley Forge and on through the difficult years in the presidency. He 
believed in God and in the spiritual values on which he helped found our nation: 
"Of all the dispositions and habits which lead to political prosperity 
(he said in his Farewell Address), religion and morality are indispensable 
supports. 

"And (he continued) let us with caution indulge the supposition that 
morality can be maintained withoct ye3sigft,oo^»lt i3 substantially true that 
virtue or morality is a necessary spring of popular government.,.. Who, that is 
a sincere friend to it, can look with indifference upon attempts to shake the 
foundation of the fabric?" 


Throughout his life Washington displayed those qualities of 
understanding, calmness, dedication to principle, and devotion to God 
and country that all of us, as citizens, so desperately need to cultivate 
in these times of peril. If his name and that of Valley Forge are to 
have lasting meaning, it must now be reflected in the wisdom of our 
judgment, the maturity of our behavior, and the depth of our conviction 
as we join with the Freedoms Foundation in proclaiming anew the merits 
of freedom, justice, and democracy.

In addition they examined the contents of 25 boxes 
and items on display in the Library, and compared them to the 
inventory. They also found several items of historical interest 
that had not previously been identified by representatives of 
FBI. 


Except for selected items on display in the Library, 
two large items stored in a Library room, and an especially 
valuable item also stored in the Library storage area, the 
collection is maintained in a large closet on an upper floor of 
the main administration building. No temperature/humidity 
controls are available, and a number of items in the collection 
have deteriorated badly. Some photographs, still legible in 
April, 1984, are barely discernible. No effort is being made to 
preserve any of these items. In addition, a number of items are 
broken and the glass on many framed pictures has been broken. 

Researchers, with Mr. DeLoach's permission, have had 
access to this collection. Apparently, no attempt has been made 
on the part of the Freedom's Foundation to insure that items 
removed from cartons have been returned to their proper place. 
Several items were located in the wrong carton, and photographs 
and books are loose in the closet. In addition, a number of 
items are routinely stored in the closet outside of the cartons. 
This collection has both monetary and historical value and the 
FBI representatives were distressed at the conditions in which it 
is being maintained. One alarmed rpsaarnher has also brought the 
condition of these items to attention.

A new Federal law strips the Communist 
Party of all legal rights and privileges. 

This statute, designed to aid in law 
enforcement, does not mean that any of us 
can afford to relax vigilance against the 
conspiracy to influence our thinking. The 
Commies are still pursuing the devious 
and dangerous methods which Mr. Hoover 
describes in this illuminating article.

W HILE most Americans in recent months have been con- 
cerned over the advance of Communism on an inter- 
national scale, not all of us understand the grim fact 
that Communists are still actively penetrating our national 
life. While there are less than 25,000 Communist Party 
members in the United States, they wield an influence far 
greater than their numbers suggest. From coast to coast, 
hard-core Reds continue to use every available technique, 
ruse, and artifice to capture the minds and control the be- 
havior of loyal Americans, and, in a lamentable number of 
cases, they are successful in doing so. 

Never a day passes that I do not receive reliable reports 
on Communist activities in many different parts of the 
nation. Almost no field of our society is immune to them. 
In the ranks of the concealed Communists today are labor 


leaders, educators, publicists, doctors, lawyers, business- 
men, and even clergymen. 

To secure evidence that establishes the allegiance of 
those dedicated to the alien ways of world Communism 
calls for painstaking and arduous work. The secret Com- 
munist presents a special problem because he seeks to avoid 
provable law violations. But every American should wake 
up to the fact that the Reds in our midst are still very active, 
indeed, and are exerting power and influence in almost 
every field of thought. 

Delegates, for example, from all over the country 
started arriving at a certain city for a large labor convention. 
They checked in at hotels, greeted old friends, and dis- 
cussed the forthcoming convention business. Late in the 
day a taxicab drew up at a hotel and a man jumped out. He 
registered quickly and, without looking to right or left, 
went straight to his room. 

That man was a high official of the Communist Party 
and he, too, had come to “attend” the convention. He did 
not register as a delegate or even as a visitor, and he did not 
sit in on any of the actual meetings. In fact, he was so afraid 
of being recognized that he never left his hotel room. Yet, 
as much as any delegate present he was kept aware of what 
was going on, and he played an important part in promot- 
ing Communist Party interests at the convention. 

A few minutes after he had arrived at the hotel, we have 
learned, one of the top officials of the union, who was a 
concealed Communist, entered his room and talked with 
him. The Party official, who was obviously the “boss,” 
gave the union man his instructions. 

“Here's a resolution the convention should adopt,” he 
said, and proceeded to dictate word for word a resolution 
which the union official was to present the next day. 

“I don’t like the order in which resolutions are to be 
introduced,” the Party bigwig went on. “Try to get this 
one acted on first That will smooth the way for the others.”

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The visitor nodded his head obedi- 
ently. “1 think l ean get them switched 
around,” he said. 

The Party official then took up other 
matters with the union official. He told 
him to lind out if financial help could be 
given to certain pro-Communist groups 
from union funds. He ordered him to 
exert pressure to encourage a conference 
strongly favored by the Party. He criti- 
cized him sharply for allowing an indi- 
vidual whom the Party had characterized 
as a “ Red baiter” to be favorably men- 
tioned at union sessions. 

When the union official went to the 
convention floor the next day, he did just 
what he had been told to do. But none 
of his fellow delegates, except a few other 
concealed Communists, suspected he was 
not what he appeared to be — a legitimate 
labor leader. The newspapers reported 
the decisions of the convention, and 
neither the public nor the vast majority 
of the union’s members ever realized that 
several of the decisions had come 
straight from a top leader of the Com- 
munist Party. 

That case is one of many in which con- 
cealed Communists have exerted influ- 
ence over labor groups. Since World 
War II, when the Party made sizable in- 
roads into American labor, patriotic 
union leaders have done a magnificent 
job of cleaning them out of many unions. 
But the Reds are still inflexibly de- 
termined to use the labor movement, and 
are continually trying to bore within 
both left-wing and right-wing unions. 

You may wonder how, after all the 
publicity their methods have received, 
the Communists are still able to pene- 
trate labor organizations and bend some 
of them to their will. The answer lies in 
the fact that most Party members today 
are tireless workers, have been trained in 
techniques of subterfuge and infiltration, 
and are willing to wait years, if need be, 
to achieve their aims. 

In one large city with an industry 
which is essential to national defense, the 
Party arranged for ten concealed mem- 
bers to “colonize” key plants. The Reds, 
who are operating with such extreme 
caution that often their identity is not 
known even to one another, have been 
instructed to appear “just like other 
guys” on the job and not to display any 
pro-Communist leanings. Instead, they 
are under orders to promote personal 
friendships with fellow workers— includ- 
ing the most “reactionary” — and to par- 
ticipate actively in all union affairs, 
never shirking from the most lowly or 
onerous union chores. 

Within two or three years, the Party 
leadership figures, these colonists will 
have won groups of non-Communist 
friends in various departments of the 


• 

industry — friends whom they can in- 
fluence— and will have attained at least 
minor union positions. Then their ac- 
tivities will be “integrated” by the Party 
higher-ups in a bold move to seize con- 
trol of the union or an important section 
of it. Experience has shown many times 
that a comparatively small number of 
determined Reds can dominate a large 
labor organization, and that is what the 
comrades hope to accomplish here. 

Similar colonization we know is being 
done by concealed Communists in sev- 
eral other large industries where surface 
appearances might indicate there is no 
subversive activity. 

In one city, Party members were re- 
cently instructed to give up all leftist ac- 
tivities and affiliations which might place 
them under suspicion and to join a right- 
wing labor group. They have even been 
coached by Party experts on how to an- 
swer embarrassing questions which might 
be put to them by authorities. 

In another city, Communists have 
been ordered to resign from well-paid 
jobs in one line of work and to take 
poorly-paid jobs as beginners in another 
line, because the Party wishes to pene- 
trate the union representing that trade. 
Being faithful Party members, these 
Communists have taken their cut in in- 
come without a whimper. 

In still another city, Party leaders de- 
cided recently that too many of their 
members were concentrated in one in- 
dustry. They have provided a number of 
them with aliases and new Social Se- 
curity cards, and have placed them in 
jobs in several other industries in other 
localities, where they will have larger 
opportunities to spread Red doctrines 
and to commit sabotage in the event of 
war. 


These examples give only an inkling of 
the broad activities of Communists in 
the labor field. They. are. by nomieans as 
open in their manipulations as they were 
a decade ago, but there is hardly a large 
labor group anywhere which is entirely 
free of them. 

In their unceasing efforts to shape the 
thinking and attitudes of what they call 
the “masses,” the Reds have always de- 
voted much attention to idea-molding 
fields, such as education, the press, radio, 
and television. Here, too, they are still 
dangerously active. 

There can be no doubt that the great 
majority of American teachers are loyal 
citizens, yet a witness who formerly held 
a high, position in the Communist Party 
recently testified that the Party has mem- 
bers at work in every kind of educational 
institution, from nursery schools to the 
universities. 



For example, Communist teachers or 
fellow travelers are subtly persuading 
children aged 2 to 5 not to believe in re- 
ligion, and are poisoning their minds 
with contempt or dislike for other ‘*capi- ^ 
talistic institutions.” In one of many 
colleges where Communists are known 
to have taught, there was a teacher who 
tried to get over to his students the idea 
that “Communism is the only hope of 
Mexico.” At one of our great universities 
a renowned scientist recently compared 
Christianity unfavorably to Marxism, 
and stated that “ Marxism has that opti- 
mism which alone can build a new 
world.” 

Being good tacticians, the Communists 
realize that one concealed Party member 
in education may be worth a dozen in 
less strategic fields, and some of their 
more successful propagandists in this 
area have influenced, and are influenc- 
ing, the ideas of thousands of impres- 
sionable young people. 

There is the case, for instance, of an 
ex-professor who has addressed college 
students all over the country. Billed as 
an “expert” on Russia, and reputed to 
have once served as an adviser to the 
Russian Government, the professor is 
introduced to students as an unpreju- 
diced specialist on international affairs 
who can give them a “clear” and “un- 
biased” picture of conditions in that 
country. 

When the professor starts lecturing, 
however, everything that he says turns 
out to be an apology for the Soviet 
Union. The Soviets are misunderstood in 
the United States, he says. Russia is a 
peace-loving nation with no aggressive 
intentions. This country, not Russia, is 
the one which is wrong. ... All typical 
Communist propaganda ! 

Most students who have heard this 
“specialist,” and the college officials who 
have permitted him to lecture at their 
institutions, think he is an honest liberal. 

But in the FBI we know better. We have 
proof that he* is a concealed Communist 
and we know that he is under direct 
orders of the Communist Party, USA, 
which follows the Moscow line. This 
scholarly individual’s activities have been 
somewhat curtailed of late, but others 
like him are still assailing the minds of 
youth with Red lies. 

In the publishing field, concealed Com- 
munists are not so numerous as they 
were a few years ago, but in some firms 
they still exert great influence over the 
printed word. 

An editor, who until recently held a 
high editorial post in a respectable, non- 
Communist publishing house, provides a 
good illustration of this type of Red 
operator.. An intelligent and highly edu- 
cated individual, he had a wide range of

contacts with writers, and played an im- 
portant part in deciding what kind of 
reading matter his company would pro- 
vide for the public. He used his strategic 
position to promote the Communist 
viewpoint. 

This editor was clever enough not to 
reveal his Red connections or to publish 
the work of known Communist writers. 
But he featured the writings of Commu- 
nist sympathizers and fellow travelers, 
and encouraged non-Communist au- 
thors to prepare articles favorable to 
Party policies. At the same time, in re- 
viewing manuscripts, he often suggested 
that pro-Communist material be en- 
larged upon, but asked that passages 
unfavorable to the Party line be elimi- 
nated or toned down. His work for the 
Red cause was thus both offensive and 
defensive. He avoided any open violation 
of the law, but it is not possible to even 
speculate on the thousands of readers 
who were deceived or misinformed by 
this one Red editor. 

Other concealed Communists are op- 
erating in a number of other publishing 
concerns, large and small, and still other 
comrades play a part in deciding what 
goes on the airwaves. 

To cite just one case, all the programs 
broadcast by a big television station in a 
Southern city are under the direction of 
a man with a record of Communist ac- 
tivities stretching back for more than ten 
years. A former labor agitator in the 
North, and a leader in Red-front organi- 
zations and political campaigns, this 
individual gave up his open Party affilia- 
tions when he moved South and went to 
work for the television station. 

To most of his fellow townsmen he ap- 
pears to be a patriotic citizen. But the 
front he puts up is a sham. He still has 
secret ties with the Party, and a small 
Communist club comprised of local pro- 
fessional people meets regularly in his 
home. He is too cagey to put any out- 
right Red propaganda on the air, but, 
like the Red editor l mentioned, he is in 
a position where, by the mere choice of 
the material he uses, and the emphasis 
or lack of emphasis he places on it, he 
can subtly shape attitudes in a large 
audience. 

Concealed Communists in the medical 
and legal professions are also being used 
by the Party in its efforts to capture the 
mass mind. In a number of communities. 
Red doctors regularly dish out Commu- 
nist propaganda to their patients while 
treating their aches and pains, and they 
lend the prestige of their names to Red 
causes. Right now, some Red doctors 
also are providing needed medical care 
for Communists hiding from the law, 
and performing facial surgery to alter 
their appearance. Red lawyers, in addi- 


tion to giving legal advice to comrades in 
trouble, are working in a number of 
communities to influence the opinions of 
public officials, including senators, rep- 
resentatives, governors, and mayors. 

Even the clergy, as I have said, are not 
without their undercover Reds. The 
Communists realize that religion is our 
strongest bulwark against the encroach- 
ment of Marxist doctrines, and in some 
instances are trying to attack Christian 
faith at its wellsprings by influencing or 
winning over ordained ministers as re- 
cruits to aid the Party. 

One concealed Communist minister, 
who we know is in constant contact with 
high-ranking Party leaders, preaches 
Red-slanted sermons to large congrega- 
tions in an Eastern city, consistently 
praises Communist programs in speeches 
and articles which he writes, and serves 
as a mouthpiece for Red fronts. 

Another Red-fronting minister, on the 
West Coast, is making a play for the 
minds of young people by holding 
“Youth Festivals” at his church and 
leading discussions which shed a favor- 
able light on Communism. Still another 
pulpit Red apologist recently told an 
audience: “We must not make a holy 
war against Russia. . . . The Soviets 
are not opposed to freedom in Europe or 
anywhere else. ... It is only Fascism 
to which they are opposed.” 

Of all the mass techniques which the 
Reds are using to influence the minds of 
Americans, the Communist fronts are 
the most effective.* A Communist front is 
any organization or movement con- 
trolled by the Party. It may be local, 
state-wide, or national in character; may 
be large or small; and may exist for 
years or only for a few days. But in every 
case the objective of the front organizers 
is to surround themselves with respecta- 
ble non-Communists and use them to 
advance a Party program or spread Red 
propaganda. 

In a Midwestern state, for example. 
Party headquarters recently decided to 
create a new front organization. It would 

be called the Committee for Peace. 

The first step was to contact a doctor 
who, though known as a non-Commu- 
nist, was willing to co-operate with 
Communists. He was asked to supply a 
list of “conservative people” who might 
be asked to serve as sponsors. 

Interestingly, of the group of sponsors 
whom the doctor proposed, the Party 
rejected one. “This person,” an official 
said, “can’t be used.” That was because 
he had once publicly attacked the Com- 
munists, and the Party officials felt he 
couldn’t be trusted. They feared he 
might see through the whole sham and 
denounce the front, which would be what 
the Reds described as a “disaster.” 


But the other proposed sponsors met 
with the Party’s approval, and intense 
activity got under way. Telephones 
jingled, doorbells rang, handbills were 
distributed, announcements were sent to 
the press, and a mass meeting was ar- 
ranged by the “committee.” At the 
meeting, pro-Communist speakers made 
eloquent appeals for peace and disarma- 
ment, and implied, of course, that 
Americans were very foolish to be fear- 
ful of peace-loving Russia. The audience, 
composed mostly of non-Communists, 
was duly impressed, and so, no doubt, 
were many people who read accounts of 
the meeting in the local newspapers. 
Thus a handful of Party con ni vers were 
able to achieve a propaganda triumph by 
utilizing respectable citizens as their 
dupes. 

Fronts like that are being used con- 
stantly in the name of all kinds of ap- 
parently worthy causes— to protect civil 
rights, to protest the high cost of liv- 
ing, to combat racial discrimination, to 
guard the rights of the foreign-born, and 
to advocate “true democracy.” But, back 
of the scenes, Party members invariably 
pull the strings and manipulate the front 
to serve the Party’s purposes. 

In some instances they are so success- 
ful in doing so that they stir up nation- 
wide agitation. A striking illustration of 
this was the “Save the Rosenbergs” 
campaign of 1953. The plot for this 
front was hatched high in the Com- 
munist Party, not with any hope or 
even desire of saving from execution 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, convicted 
atomic spies, but to serve five other Party 
aims : 

(1) To discredit the American system 
of justice generally ; 

(2) To discredit the FBI, which had 
apprehended the Rosenbergs; 

(3) To add fuel to the world-wide 
“Hate America” program which the 
Party has been fostering since 1945; 

(4) To make it appear that the Rosen- 
bergs were victims of widespread anti- 
Semitism in the United States, and thus 
obscure increasing manifestations of 
anti-Semitism in Russia and her satellite 
states; and 

(5) To divert attention from the fact 
that the spies had worked hand in glove 
with diplomatic representatives of the 
Soviet Union. 

The Communists went all out to 
achieve these objectives, and the results 
provided a tribute to their diabolical 
skill as organizers. By appealing to non- 
‘ Communist humanitarian and religious 
leaders in the name of “mercy” and “jus- 
tice,” they prevailed upon literally hun- 
dreds of them to join their “crusade,” 
received a vast amount of front-page 
publicity all over the world, and even in- 
duced 6,000 persons — comparatively few 
of whom were Party members — to go 
to Washington and picket the White 
House. 


They failed to save the lives of the two 
traitors, as they knew they probably 
would from the start, but they succeeded 
in making them appear as martyrs to 
thousands of good people, and won an 
impressive propaganda victory. 

How can a corps of less than 25,000 
Communists exert so much power and 
influence? 

One reason lies in the fact that they are 
assisted by a host of sympathizers and 
fellow travelers. It has long been their 
boast that for every Party member they 
control at least 10 other persons who are 
ready, able, and willing to do the Party’s 
work. That this ratio still holds true is 
indicated by the readership of Red peri : 
odicals. While the circulation of the 
Party’s two official newspapers, The 
Daily Worker and The Worker (pub- 
lished Sundays), has dropped to 10,443 
and 28,822, respectively, total daily cir- 
culation of all American Communist 
organs, in both the English-language and 
the foreign-language fields, comes to ap- 
proximately 250,000— just 10 times the 
Party’s membership. And you can be 
sure that most people who read these 
Red periodicals regularly have strong 
Party sympathies, if they are not actual 
Party members. 

Another reason for the effectiveness 
of the Communists is that they are well 
financed. For 30 years the Party leadership 
has fabricated tall tales about financial 
difficulties, to induce rank-and-file mem- 
bers to make larger donations to Party 
coffers. In 1945, for example, when the 
National Committee had a surplus of 
$43,000 in its treasury, a desperate ap- 
peal was made to members stating the 
Party was in the worst financial straits in 
its history. These same poor-mouth tac- 
tics are used today, and many rank-and- 
filers think the Party is chronically 
broke. Actually, it has plenty of money 
at all times, and can raise much more 
.when it wishes to. 

This was demonstrated in 1947, when 
the Party raised $1,000,000 in a few days 
to fight anti-Communist legislation, and 
again in 1948, when the Party dug up 
$500,000 to fight passage of another 
anti-Communist measure, the Mundt- 
Nixon Bill. During the 9-month trial of 
11 top Communists in 1951, the Party 
spent approximately $7,000 weekly on 
their defense. 


The Party takes in money regularly 
from dues and special assessments of 
members— it has been estimated that it 
costs about $1 a day to.be the humblest 
kind of Communist— and also receives a 
steady flow of cash from fund drives, in- 
vestments, business enterprises which it 
operates, left-wing unions, and wealthy 
“angels.” Surprising as it may seem, the 
Party at various times has received reve- 
nue from commercial concerns, includ- 


ing night clubs, a tavern, a used-clothing 
store, a stationery store, a leather-goods 
store, a co-operative apartment building, 
an automobile sales agency, a farm co- 
operative, and an import and export 
firm. Among its angels have been both 
self-made businessmen and heirs to for- 
tunes earned in private enterprise. 

One of the Party’s first angels, a man 
who was born in Russia and made a for- 
tune in this country in the jewelry busi- 
ness, made big contributions which 
helped send the Party off to a strong 
start in the United States, and other 
wealthy persons have assisted it finan- 
cially ever since. A woman whose hus- 
band left her $500,000 set up a holding 
corporation for th&Party’s benefit at one 
juncture, andjjp^sters who inherited 
$330,000 from ' their capitalist father, 
supported the Party in their state for 
years. A rich clergyman who was con- 
verted to Marxism during a long ill- 
ness, bequeathed over $200,000 to Red 
causes. 


in the daytime. Club meetings are held at 
2 or 3 A.M., when streets are deserted and 
it is comparatively easy to avoid surveil- 
lance. 

^ * 

Certain comrades provide hideouts 
for others who have gone deep under- 
ground or into the “deep freeze,” as 
they put it. Other Reds have become 
specialists in providing phony birth 
certificates, Social Security cards, and 
union credentials. 

Instead of using the mails or making, 
long-distance telephone calls, the Party 
today relies regularly upon couriers to 
carry important messages from city to 
city. These couriers always have some 
legitimate excuse for traveling. They are 
frequently spied upon by other Commu- 
nists, as are all Reds who perform im- 
portant missions or hold important 
Party positions. Nobody in the Com- 
munist Party today completely trusts 
anybody else. 


To 


.oday several wealthy individuals who 
are either Party members or fellow trav- 
elers help the Communists with large 
gifts, and many well-to-do sympathizers 
in business and professional fields donate 
smaller but still substantial funds. While 
the Reds profess to detest capitalism, 
capital is a tool they have always used 
extensively and are still using. 

The most important reason for their 
continued effectiveness in many arras, 
however, is attributable to Party disci- 
pline and their fanatical adherence to it. 
To a dyed-in-the-wool Communist— and 
most of them today are dyed-in-the-wool 
—the edicts of the Party are supreme 
law. The Party member will lie, commit 
crime, or even break up his family if the 
Party orders him to. 


Not long ago a Communist leader who 
the Party thought had fallen under sus- 
picion of the FBI, was ordered to drop 
completely out of sight. He did so, not 
even telling his wife and children that he 
was leaving them, and emerged a few 
weeks later in another city with a new 
name and background which had been 
provided for him. He lived there with a 
woman Communist who s in turn, de-^ 
serted her husband and children, on the t0 tne 
Party’s, orders, to become his paramour. 

The fact that two homes have been 
wrecked ta serve Party objectives means 
less than nothing to the ruthless indi- 
viduals who direct its policies. 


Because of the many security measures 
and subterfuges which the Communists 
employ, it is not easy for the FBI to keep 
track of all their activities. It is obvi- 
ously impossible for our 6,400 Agents to 
w&tch 25,000 of them every hour of every 
day, in addition to our other staggering 
duties. On the other hand, the security re- 
strictions the Communists have imposed 
upon themselves have hampered their 
effectiveness in a number of ways. By 
going underground, the Reds have be- 
come more dangerous in some respects 
but less so in others. 

What we need to do most about the 
concealed Communists is to be alert to 
the threat which they represent and 
aware of their undercover tactics. It is 
not necessary for anyone to become un- 
duly suspicious of his neighbors.-On the 
other hand, great caution should be 
exercised by anyone who thinks he has 
detected a concealed Communist. False 
accusations and careless insinuations can 
do more to destroy our way of life than 
to preserve it. Anyone who obtains evi- 
dence of what he believes to be sub- 
versive behavior on the part of another 
personshould^not^ump^to^conclusions, 
bubsftould at once turn over his evidence 


In the Communists’ underground ap- 
paratus, which they have always had, but 
which was greatly expandedheginning in 
1945, all kinds of skulduggery like that 
are going on constantly, and softie of the 
devices they use would do creiilOo a 
lurid mystery thriller. Party meml 
who are wanted by the FBI— or think 
they are— almost never appear in public 


We must all realize that the Red con- 
spirators in our midst still constitute a 
very grave menace. They continue to 
wage a relentless campaign to pervert our 
thinking and undermine our freedoms. 
Their principal weapons are deceit, 
stealth, sham, and trickery. To defeat 
them, we must recognize them as dia- 
bolically skillful enemies, understand 
their methods, and be^eternally vigilant.

One of America’s most important sources of strength is her 
ability, festered by our free system, to bring forth conscientious 
and dedicated public servants . Each generation produces this 
"chosen few",., men of intelligence and integrity fired with the 
spark of SERVICE,.. who willingly devote their productive lives 
and minds to proving th at free men can best govern themselves. 

The HON. DOUGLAS McKAY, Secretary of the Interior of the 
United States, is certainly a public servant in the finest 
sense that phrase con convey.

I consider it a high personal privilege to appear on this "Freed© 
om Sings" program. It was a surprise — and a pleasant one — 
to learn that the distinguished National- Awards Jury designated 
my addresd ’“The Spirit of Abraham Lincoln" as a contribution to 
a better understanding of the .American 7ay of Life and accorded 
me the George Washington Honor Medal. I feel deeply honored by 
this recognition of Freedoms Foundation at Valley Forge. 

The purpose of this address was to point up the vital need 

for a spiritual resurgence in the spirit of our beloved Abraham 

* 

Lincoln. 

For today we are at a period when our traditional way of 
life, our most cherished institutions, and indeed our nation it- 
self, are threatened by strong and seemingly implacable forces. 

At such times, there is o’ ten a tendency to feel that ours is 
truly the most critical era in our national history. We often 
lost sight of the hard historical fact that our nation was born 
of a great crisis, faced and surmounted innumerable critical 
periods, and in so doing has grown in national strangth and 
character. 

Of all the factors which have contributed to this great, 
and, none has been more profoundly influential than our religious 
heritage. It is fitting, therefore, that each of us should seek 
to acquaint himself with the spiritual values which have helped 
America and its leaders to weather the storms of the past. It 



withstand, and triumph over, the perils which beset us today. 

Some ninety-three years ago, on the morning of April 12, 1861, 
Abraham Lincoln stood on the rear platform of a railroad car in 
Springfield, 111. to saj goodbye to his friends. Tith several 
states already out of the Union and others momentarily expected 
to secede, this, tell rather sad-faced country lawyer was beset 
by indecision. He wished to restore the Union, yet knew no means 
by which this might be accomplished peaceably without compromising - 
as he would not — on fundamental principles. 

But as he had always done in times of cfcisis, he placed his 
reliance on a higher power. "I now leave," he told his fridnds, 

"not knowing when, or whether ever, I may return, with a task 
before me greater than that which rested upon Washington. With- 
out the assistance of that Divine Being who ever attended him, 

I cannot succeed. Uith that assistance I cannot fail. Trusting 
in him. ..let us confidently hope that all will yet be well. To 
his care commending you, I hope in your prayers you will commend 
me, I bid you an affectionate farewell. " 

The great political concepts which were to sustain him 
until the successful conclusion of the great conflict, in large 
part resulted from Lincoln's religious heritage. They 'were 
the end resultsof the Christian Oualities of Faith, Hope and 
Charity which long since had become fused into his soul — 
faith in God, and in the Gov. of the U.S. of America, as estab- 
lished under the Constitution; hope in the future of the Amer- 
ican people, their moral courage and strength to develop an 
even greater nation under God; and charity towards all men, 
without distinction as to race or creed.

It is a deep personal privilege for me to introduce your ’’Freed- 
om Speaker” tonight, to this audience of the ABC Radio Network 
and the Armed Forces Radio Service overseas, 

Herbert Brownell Jr., the respected Attorney-General of the 
United States, is known in every corner of our land as a brilliant 
and articulate champion for the rights of free men. 

As Attorney-General, Mr, Brownell holds the critical respon- 
sibility in maintaining our free structure. He has both the 
responsibility for vogorously prosecuting elements which would 
destroy our constitutional form of government, but equally im- 
portant of defending with equal vigor the rights and privileges 
of every citizen guaranteed by our great freedom documents* 

In 1 9$h the Distinguished Awards Jury of Freedoms Foundation. 
Valley Forge selected a public address by the Attorney-General 
to receive the Foundation’s George ‘Washington Honor Medal Award. 
The awards jury designated this address titled ’’Fair Trial ”/Ith A 
Free Press” as - "an outstanding achievement in helping to bring 
about a better understanding of the American ’Tay of Life.”

Under our Constitution, an accused is assured of a speedy and 
public trial by an impartial jury in a criminal prosecution. 

No higher or more solemn duty rests upon a court, upon members 
of a jury or upon' us as lawyers and officers of the court, than to 
keep alive and inviolate this right of an accused to a fair trial.. 

No lesser place or rank may be assigned to the First Amendment 
of the Constitution which protects the people’s right to freedom of 
the press. Here again, history tells us that the framers of the 
Constitution intended "to give to liberty of the press, as to the 
other liberties, the broadest scope that could be . countenaced in an 
orderly society.” 

Fou sound reasons our courts have always gone to great lengths 
to protect the freedom of the press. The press has. been left free 
to criticize the work and administration of judges; to condemn the 
court system and seek its reform; to report on matters pending in 
civil and criminal courts; to inquire whether attorneys are conduct- 
ing themselves as their Canons of Ethics require* 

Only one restriction has been imposed bv the courts — and this 

has not been upon the exercise of freedom of the press — but 

merely against abuse of it. The press may not impair or subvert 

the process of impartial and orderly decision either by court or 

jury. It may not influence or intimidate judge or jury before they 

have reached their own independent judgment. It may not divest 

the court of control of the preceedings. So far as is possible, 

guilt or innocence of the accused must be determined on the basis 

of the facts testified to in court — not by opinion, rumor, 

insinuation, suspicion and hearsay outside of court which the 

accused has no chance to rebut or deny; or which a trila or appellate 

court has no chance to consider* 
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of our free people and government, trial by newspaper must not be 
permitted to take the place of trial by jury in this country. 

Our legal traditiohs are a precious heritage. Te must not lose 
or abandon them during the storm of public passion that attends a 
widely publicized trial, 0„r courts are the mighty, ultimate fortress 
of our great freedom. 7e must not compromise their effectiveness or im- 
pair their influence upon the people. Our integrity and high stand- 
ards as members of the bar are our best stock in trade. Ve must 
not sell them short for an unworthy purpose or abet trespass on the . 
basic rights of an accused. 

In cooperation with the press, the bar should be able to develop 
rules, which, while fully protecting the rightof the accused to a 
fair trial, also recognize the need for a free press to guard that 
sacred right. 

The press will not shirk its responsibility to the people, if 
lawyers and officials of both state and federal courts discharge 
their own duty in achieving the aims of true and equal justice for all.
